Alarseille.s, June 12. — l-'rnni 75 to 100 
dead and a liundred Injured i.s to- 
night's estimate of casualties as the 
result of the earthquake which dt'vus- 
tated several towns and villages in 
the southernmost part of France, par- 
ticularly In the departments of Her- 
ault and Bouches du Rhone. 

Great suffering Is reported from the 
remoter places. Tlie casualties may 
be greatly increased .as the ruins have 
not yet been entirely searched. 

The villages of Saint Cannat and 
Rognes were completely deniollahcd by 
tile earthquake, and Lanibeso, twelve 
ndle.s from .\ix, suffered heavily. Ac- 
cording to advices received here, a 
' niunber of the wounded are still im- 
prisoned in the ruins, and soldiers are 
wui-king desjierately to rescue tlu-ni. 
.Survivors arr slc;i)lng in tents and 
tlie streets are iinpassabb'. in ni.'iny 
7)laco3 they liaVe been torn up and are 
encumbered with masses of rock. I'^nu- 
I)ublic bullillngs and churches were 
cnuntiled to pieces. 

Among other villages seriously dam- 
au;ed are Pauveiiargurs. Venelles, Pe- 
liiis. Puy St.- Ui arliarde aTid .\rguiiles. 
•I'lic victims at .Saint ('ann;it and 
I^ognes were- liorrildy mutilated. Tliere 
were evidences that sevoral of the vic- 
tims had lived for liours imprisoned 
in the debris before they died. 

'I'he people rushi-d into the streets 
wlieii tile lir.st shoc-k oci'urred. crying 
out in terror, ilany of them returned 
to the rescue of tlu^ir families. 

At Rognes a finnily of Idur were 
l)aried. 'i'lieir cries could be heard 
ihroughout the night, but all wore 
di ;ui In the morning when a rescuing 
Iiarty reached them. At Saint Cannat 
an old man and his son were watch- 
ing a billiard game. They were kill- 
ed, but the players esc»iped. The 
rluiteau Vulmoussc, near Saint Can- 
nat. was badly damaged. The historic 
village of Vernegues was wrecked, Inil 
no one was killed. The monetary loss 
Is very heavy.

— Light earthquake 
sliocks oiH-arred at Rareelona and 
Ha(i;\lona, sl.x miles northeast of l.iar- 
Lclona, this morning. 

Panic at Toulon 

Toulon, June 12. — Fearing new 
slioeks toniglit, a large nuinljer of 
residonts left the city and camped out 
111 tho country.

The earthquake dainagi-d llie 
arsenal and several ships were almost

Sebastopol, June 12. — The following 
details of the foundering at sea of the 
Ilu.ssian BUbmarino liave been obtained 
here. The submarine flotilla was con- 
ducting a series of night manoeuvres 
with tho battlesliip Hquadron with tho 
idea of forcing an entrance into the 
harbor. 

During tlie oiieratioii tile Kanibala, 
upon wnich wa.s Captain LiielUoil, llie 
commander of the flotilla and iii uiiargo 
of tile aianoeuvres, unaccountably left 
her course and swung across the bows 
of tile battleship Rotislav. The two 
vessels collided, and the submarine 
sank instantly In twenty-eight fathoms 
of water. 

The commander of the submarine. 
Lieutenant Aquilonoff, was on deck at 
tho time of the accident. He swam 
away and was saved, but Captain Uieii- 
koft. Midshipman Tuchkuff, a warrant 
olllcer and si'venteeii members of the 
crew perislied. 

The ICamljala. the word in Englisli 
meaning "flounder," was of ISO tons 
and constructud on the German type. 
Tlio flotilla in tho Black Sea con- 
sisted of four German and one Hol- 
land submarine.

Pbstrpin,. commander of tho 
navnl forces' Iri'the'^ltick Sea, has tak- 
en personal cTiArge of tlio pontoons, 
one of which is equipped with a power- 
ful hoisting crane. .All through the 
afternoon divers and mechanics were 
busy in an endeavor to fasten chains 
around the hull, which lies in an awk- 
ward position In nljout twonty-elglit 
fathoms, in order to haul it to the 
surface. So far their efforts have been 
unsuccessful, but reports reach shore 
that there is a good chance of raising 
the boat. 

Apparently the Bubmarino was not 
crushed, as had been foar> d.

— There is every 
evidence of a corner in Winnipeg July 
wheat, the option liuving risen almost 
nine cents within the past two days. 
Some speculators say it will still ad- 
vance, but others aro of the opinion 
tliat it Is Just a flurry and that prices 
win drop away as quickly ;is they ad- 
vanced. Kunior around the grain ex- 
change has it that a local milling com- 
pany and a local elevator man are di- 
recting a steady stream of buying or- 
ders, and owing to the small offerings 
shorts had to cover. 

Small speculators have been buying 
in until there la more wheat bought 
up than the country can supply. The 
uresent prices are now. about ten cents 
above export prices, and should pres- 
ent prices hold, wheat will be Bhipped 
Ijack from eastern lake ports to Fort 
William. J. D; Armour, of Chicago, is 
rumored to be a large holder of the 
option. 

At about 10 o'clock this morning 
Winnipeg July had advanced about five 
cents from vestei-day's close, having 
reached the $1.3'J mark. At tliat point 
it broke, and thereafter tho price de- 
clined a few points.

Tin; ver- 
dict of the corner's jury was "suicide 
while of uncertain mind." 

diaries F. Williamson, of Paris, 
who settled tho affairs and paid a 
large ."itaft at Mrs. Ruiz's Grosvenor 
street establ Lshnicuit, was tho first 
witness .-It t1i.' lioiuest. He iilontllled 
^lie body -And to.stilied Ihat he acted 
as her agent, Slie was the wlf(^ of a 
wealthy Cuban, from whom she had 
seiiarated. Lately, lie said, she had 
been in Ill-health and deprossi'd, and 
had declared that she was tired of 
life. 

Miss Kllzabeth f'aney. who was the 
companion of Mrs. Uui/. since last 
January, testified that Mrs. Ruiz had 
been very (io])re.ssed at times, and toolv 
tablets for insomnia. Slie kept a re- 
volver, accord hif-r to the witness, who 
further stated that her mistres was 
liinking very ill on the (■viuiing of May 
Iflth. Mls.-^ Caney deelai-inl that she 
had no Idea that Mi-s. Ruiz had a bul- 
let hole In lier breast. A revolver 
with one ompty chamber, was lying 
on tho bod. Servants testified that 
they heard no shot, and there wa.s no 
doubt that tho caan was one of suicide. 

Reynolds' newspapers say that the 
extraordinary efforts were made to 
prevent the stafC at the private hos- 
pital where Mrs. Ruiz died four hours 
after the shooting from Wacusslng the 
case, and the servants of the Gros- 
venor house wore hurried to^Pnrla.

Ho has not appeared at 
the horse show since the evening 
papers llrst mentioned the suicide on 
Thursday.

Wo 
think we voice the opinions of the 
very great majority of the people of 
the province, and certainly of tht' 
whole legal profession, when we say 
that the best available men. Irrespec- 
tive of their political associations, 
ought to be placed upon the Court of 
Appeal. In regard to other public of- 
lices the Colonist has foroborne ex-

QUESTIORS TO BE SETTLED. 



Tlie announcement is made else- 
where that Mr. Hugh A. McLean, Dep- 
uty Altorney-Genernl, will go to Ot- 
tawa shortly In connection with the 
legal questlon.s involved in the prov- 
incial claims resi)ecting the fisheries 
. and the Indian Reserves. When Mr. 
Bowser was at Ottawa some months 
ago he had a ci.iisuUati(jn with .Mr.

It v.-:is arr.'uiyd bei-.v.-i.n 
these gentlemen tliat tlir disputed 
points shall lie submitted in tlie first 
place to the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada .and shall be tak^-ii ;it once to the 
Judicial Coniini tti .- nt the l^rlvy Coun- 
cil, so that ail authoritative decision, 
hlndlng on all parties, may be come 
to. A Liberal contemporary a few 
days .'igo advisi'd the lo. al ^.'cix ern- 
nient to lake the emirs.- tliai is lu ii.- 
followed. It seems sonuwliat ex- 
traordinary that such "advice" should 
have been given, seeing that the 
course iiad alri-ady be-en determined 
upon. In vii'W of t!ie fact tiiat one 
of the federal ministers controls tlie 
paper In question, the conclusion 
seems Irresistible that cnmmuni<-a- 
tions, which ought to have beiTi treat- 
ed as conlideiitlal until the time i.ajni' 
to act upon tboin, have been given 
out In order that an opponent of the 
provincial government might aiipenr 
to bo pointing nut to it the line of 
policy AVhlcli ought to be adopted.

mirror tliat can be made will do. The 
lielli)gra]jlier n'conimends tho professor 
to bii>' iij) a lot i,{ shaving glasses, or 
better still to get a lot of Hcrajja from 
looking-glass makers, and station about 
5,000 soldiers on a prairie in Texas and 
have them flash signals in a direction 
that win point to Mars. In this way he 
thinks possibly a sufllclently brilliant 
r. il,-, tioii Milglit be secured to reach the 
neighboring jjlanct. 

But suppose it were to be found pos- 
sible to send a signal to Mars, whot 
th'-n'.' isnini' one has said that the most 
iisel.-ss thing in the world is winking 
at a girl In the dark, because, al- 
though you may know you are doing 
It, she doesn't. • That's tho way with 
signalling to Mars. The signaller may 
know he Is doing It, but the signalleo 
may remain In blissful Ignorance. Let 
us sujipjis,; that Profes.sor I'lekoring 
flashed a light to .Mara. Let us suppose 
that there are Intelligent beings In that 
planet. How would tho Professor know 
that they had received his message? 
When We talk about signalling to an- 
other planet, we assume that there 
are beings on that planet who have 
ith soopes powerful enougii to seo tho 
signals, and who would bo prepared in 
some way to answer them. There is 
no reason for supposing such beings 
to bi' inhabiting the planet :\larH. A 
great deal of pseudo-science has been 
published about the ruddy iplanet, and 
especially about its so-called canal.s. 
One writer recently suggested that 
these canals were devices intended to 
attract the attention of pcoplo on tho 
earth, and that tho least ■we could do 
would be to send them some message 
In return. Unfortunately no ono 
knows thai there are any canals on 
Mars. There are certain markings.

There has been so much mls- 
repreaontation of the jiollcy of the 
government In respect to Crown lands, 
and so many false statements regard- 
ing tho opportunities for settlers to 
secure homes In the province, that 
Mr. Taylor's statement, although not 
new. Is very timely. 

The suggestion having been made 
that Mr. R. L. Borden should be In- 
vited to take part In the Imperial de- 
fence confei-ence, the OttaAva Free 
Press says: "It would be a pleasant 
sequel to the Joint unanimous resolu- 
tion of the House of Commons, and 
would make It certain that whatever 
decision may be reached .should be 
lifted once and for all out of the arena 
of party politics." There are some peo- 
ple who would think such an innova- 
tion an abomination; btit Mr. Borden 
Is a salaried officer of the Dominion, 
and the country has a right to his ser- 
vices In any non-poUtlcal capacity. He 
Is to be In England at the time of tho 
<'onferenco, and doubtless If he were 
asked to attend he would do so. 



When one examines the streets that 
liave been iiaved with wooden blocks, 
the thoughts arise that, if this ma- 
terial could be perfected, nothing 
would bo better for the purpose, it 
Is clean, as nearly noiseless as any 
paving can be, is easy on horses 
and exceedingly pleasant for vehicular 
tratllc. It also has the advantage of 
being a local product. Now we do not 
make those remarks for the sake of 
adding to tlie dllllcultles of the city 
engineer or with the view of jirofer- 
ring any advice.

Whether the council by the appoint- 
ment of four citizens will continue the 
work of the parks board as formerly 
or whether the duties exercised by the 
board shall hereafter be conducted by 
a oommlttee of the council will bo a 
question discXissed at tomorrow night's 
meeting of the city council. 

It is now about a month since the 
four members of the old board, John 
Arbuthnot, G. B. Wllkerscn, F. B. Pom- 
berton and John Nelson resigned of- 
lloe because the council was always 
Interfering with the work of the board. 
.Since that time no provision has been 
made by the council for the conduct 
of the work of the board, and while 
Parks Superintendent D. D. ICngland 
has been carrying on bis work some- 
thing must be done soon to carry on 
the executive part of the business. 

Just what the council will decide 
to do is not certain. From comments 
mad<; at recent meetings of the coun- 
cil when the matter was brought up 
opinion seems to bo fairly divided as 
to whether it will be better to appoint 
four other citizens to take the place 
of those who have resigned or Instead 
carry on that board's work In future 
under a committee of the council. This 
latter stop is favored by Mayor Hall 
Who, In any event, will urge that if it 
is decided to appoint gentlemen, not 
members of the council, there shall at 
least be equal representation on the 
board in order that the council mem- 
bers shall not be in the minority. 

Prior to the regular meeting tomor- 
row evening, the council will alt at a 
court of inquiry to pass upon the com- 
plaint made by the sanitary inspector 
relative to the alleged unsanitary con- 
dition of a stable on Cook street. The 
owner will bo instructed to remove the 
huildlng, and If this Is not cJ.ono the 
council will do the work and charge 
the cost of the work against the owner. 

The improvement of Catherine street, 
Victoria WeaU by grading and macad- 
amizing that tlioroughfare from Esqui- 
mnlt road to the harbor and by tho 
continuation of tho permanent side- 
walks on both sides of tlie street will 
be recommended by Alderman Turner. 
The owners benefitted will bo ask- 
ed to contribute four-fifths of the cost 
of the work. 



TAKES CASE TO 



A, IVlcLean Going to Ottawa 
to Seel< Settlement of 
^exed Questions 



H. A. McLean, deputy attorney gen- 
eral, leaves for Ottawa this week, 
where ho will represent the provi'nce 
before the supreme court of Canada 
upon the questions at issue with tho Do- 
minion respecting the fisheries and tho 
Indian reserves. 

At attempt v,-as made to have the full 
court hero give a ruling upon the ques- 
tions at Issue, but this It declined to 
do, the Judges holding that the mat- 
ter was one to he settled in the regu- 
lar form. When. Hon. W. J, Bowser 
was at Ottawa recently en route to 
London, ho met Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
and other members of the government, 
and it was then decided to endeavor to 
facilitate the settlement of the affair 
The questions will be decided upon by 
tho Supreme court, after which which- 
ever claimant is unsuccessful will ap- 
peal tho matter to the privy council 
the succes.sful claimant before the Ca- 
nadian tribunal being pledged to as- 
sist in having the case taken to Lon- 
' )n to secure a final ruling. 

Tho fisheries question has been in 
dispute for years. The province hold- 
ing that It has Jurisdiction over all 
the fresh water fisheries. This ruling 
was confirmed by the supreme court 
of Canada in an Ontario case. Tho 
question at issue with regard to tlio 
reserves Is as to tho standing of the 
province's claim to the reversionary 
interests In all reserve lands. 



WILL ESTABLISH 
APPEAL COORT 

Dominion Authorities Notified 
by Province That New Court 
Be Constituted 



The provincial government have no- 
tilled the Ottawa autlioritles that the 
act i)rovlding for the establishment uf 
a court of appeal for this province will 
be brought Into effect in August next. 
'I'he act constituting tho court was 
piissed some years ago by the Domin- 
ion government, but the court wa.s not 
formally appointed until the actlcm 
taken by tho provincial autlioritles. It 
will consist of llvo judges, and under 
the arrangement the Doniinlon will 
permit tho province to nominate oik; 
member. Ttie court will relievo the 
full cwurt of much of the work that 
has been falling upon the latter, and 
will result in the greater desi)atch of 
all legal business. Tho province has 
given the Dominion amiile time to 
nuike the selection of judsos, 

Rumor has assigned the position of 
chief Justice to ,T. A. Macdonald, K.C., 
of Rossland, loader of the Liberal o])- 
posltlon in the provincial legislature. 
Lieutenant-Colonel P. B. Gregory has 
also been mentioned for one of the 
Judgeships, as has also Charles Wilson, 
K.C., of Vancouver. News will be re- 
ceived with much pleasure by the 
members of tho local bar who have 
petitioned tho provincial government 
to take tills action.

A notable passenger aboard the ves- 
sel^ was Admiral Kir F. G. JJ. iSedfurd, 
G.C.Jj., who irt on liis way lionie from 
^\'e.st Australia, of which state he has 
lieen governor. The admiral visited 
Japan before cominj; here, and was 
huapitably entertained there by Ad- 
mirals TofiTo, Baron Saito, and Kami- 
miira. AVhile at Yokosuka he saw the 
new JaiKinose Dreadnon.urhts, the Sat- 
smna and the Kawiehi, the former of 
^vllieh is nearly ready to bo comuiis- 
smned, while the latter is building. 
Tlie Kawachi when complete will be 
tho largest and most heavily armed 
vessel in the world. 

For six years Admiral Sir Frederick 
Bedford has been Governor General of 
Western Australia, for the future of 
which he expres.sed himself most 
optimistically to :^ Colonist reporter. He 
is the son of Vice-Admlral K. J. Bed- 
ford and entered the British navy In 
1S52, rising by all the various grades 
to tlio rank of vice-admiral in 1S97 
Admiral Bedford is one of the few 
remaining veterans of the Crimea 
having served in tlio Black Sea lii 
lSo4 and participated in the bom- 
bardments of Odessa and Sevastopol 
In ISoD he served in the Baltic and 
was present at the Ijombardment of 
Sweaborg. He wears the Crimean, 
Baltic and Turkish medals and 
one clasp for this service. During 
the present King's visit to India 
as Prince of Wales, Admiral Bed- 
lord commanded the Serapis. -In the 
engagement with H'uascar in 1S77 ho 
was captain of H. M. S. Shah, 'and 
later he was captain of H. M. S'. Mon- 
arch. From 1880 to 1883 he was Cap- 
tain of the Royal Naval College. In 
1884, he organized the floUlla on the 
Nfle, for which he received a medal 
and clasp and the Khealve's bronze 
star. H. M. S. Britannia was also one 
of his commands. In 1888, he became 
Naval A. D. C. to the late Queen 
Victoria. Subsequently he was Com- 
mander-in-Chief at the Cape and 
West Coast of Africa. He command- 
ed expeditions against Fodl Silah 
Gambia, in 1894, asrainst Nara of Bro- 
kenln on the Benin River in the 
same year, and against King Koko of 
Nimbi on the Niger In 1895, receiving 
a medal and throe clasps. For two 
periods he served as a Lord of the 
Admiralty and then became Comman- 
der-in-Chief on the North American 
and West Indies Station. Latterly 
his service has been in Western Aus- 
tralia in tho capacity of Governor- 
Genera! with residence at Government 
House, Perth. I

HELD UP BY ICE 



Nome, In the ice, at 2.10 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon. Other advices receiv- 
ed indicated, that the fleet had made 
little progress since the time of the 
Victoria's report, and that they were 
proceeding cau'^lously through rotten 
ice. 

At noon Thursday the steamer St. 
Croix reported 100 miles oft Nome, at 
that time being six days and eighteen 
hours from Seattle, which her own- 
ers claim is a record for this run. She 
was then in slush ice and proceeding 
at the rate of four miles an hour. Her 
owners expected she would arrive on 
Friday night, but no cable was re- 
ceived, 

Thursday's message stated that the 
entire fleet was bunched in the ice, 
about 100 miles off Nome, and It Is the 
opinion of local owners and managers 
that the steamers are approaching 
Nome slov/ly, but that they are still 
held back by the Ice. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany received a cable on Friday from 
.^gent Bush, at Norne, who states that 
Norton sound and Bering Sea are 
clear of Ice. This company's advices 
are that the steamer Umatilla wa.s in 
company with the Victoria Thursday, 
off Cape Romanzof, which Is about 100 
miles south of Nome. 

There is some disappointment that 
tlie steamers are not reported at 
Nome, but no anxiety is felt for them, 
;is the iiio.ssagOH Indicate that there is 
little danger. All the masters are ex- 
ercising caution and proceeding slow- 
ly. 



Business in Japan is still suffering 
from tho financial depression which 
swept over the world In 1907, accord- 
ing to the reports submitted at tho 
semi-annual general meeting of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha line, held in 
Tokio recently, which was received In 
tho malls per the Empress of Inida. 
During the last half year the com- 
pany's fleet consisted of 72 vosboIb, 
while the company was entrusted with 
nine other steamers. These vessels car- 
ried over 1,280,000 tons of cargo and 
95,000 passengers, the total mileage of 
navigation being over 1,460,000. 

As to conditions of the different lines 
the coasting service was unprccedontly 
inactive. The tonnage of steamers ly- 
ing Idle reached over 12,000, and the 
revenue showed a marki d decrease. 
The Oriental lines maintained their In- 
activity. Tho cargo trallic declined in 
general. The shipment of beans and 
bean-cakes only was satisfactory. The 
Kobe-Talron line was aboli.shed in 
January this year. The 10uro|)ean lino 
was almost normal in respect to out- 
ward voyage.-^, but the homeward ser- 
vice line was liadly affected l)y iho 
postponement of goveriunent works 
and the inactivity of inivate enter- 
prises, whicli caused a considerable de- 
crease in Imports. The Ainerlcan lino 
was so dull in regard to Ijoth outward 
and homeward voyages that the volume 
of freight was less than tlu- average 
on account of the commercial depres- 
sion In Japan and America, of the 
Chinese boycott of Japanese merchan- 
dize and of the importation of iroods 
in anticipation of the enforcement of 
the increased American railway tariff. 
The Australian line was also very dull 
on both outward and homeward voy- 
ages.N Though a fair freight traffic 
was done in the homeward service, 
the shipment of goods from Japan and 
Australia for Shanghai did not reach 
its former condition In consequence of 
tho anti-Japanese boycott, ^^he busi- 
ness condition on this line was worse 
than in an average year throughout 
the outward voyages. The Bombay line 
was satisfactory both ways. There was 
an upward tendency of freight In the 
outward service, while tho shipment of 
raw cotton liomewards was good, 
reaching an average rate. 

With reference to the passenger traf- 
fic, tho number of passengers by coast- 
ing lines show a remarkable deereaae. 
There was no particular change on tho 
European line, as compared R-Ith ordin- 
ary years, but owing to the restriction 
of Japanese emigrants the number of 
steerage passengers decreased on tho 
American line. The inactivity in the 
passenger traffic throughout the vaj-1- 
ous N.Y.K. lines is something very un- 
usual in the company's history of 
recent years.

stimulus in till lines nf business. 

Eyen during the last year tho Company had a great demand 
for money, as we show an Increase of $608,090.59, on first mort- 
gages, bringing that account up to tho splendid total of $1,706,- 
600.59, 

Our policy has remained the same In respect to Investing tho 
Company's funds, every dollar being placed on first mortgages on 
improved productive property In Western towns and cities. 

Considering that the industrial and financial situation last 
year had improved but very little over the previous year, w<' feel 
that great credit is due the management for the satisfactory con- 
ditions of our loans at the close of last year. 

Referring to the Profit and Loss Account, wo find that after 
providing for the cost of management, our earnings for the year 
amounted to $83,203.63, showing an Incerase of $12,972.47 over tho 
year 1907. The Company was thus enabled to pay during the 
year two half yearly dividends, at the rate of nine per cent per 
annum, in addition to the interest accruing at 5 <per cent on tho "B" 
Permanent Stock that had become fully paid auring the year. 
The usual 5 per cent Interest was credited to the balance of the 
Accumulative Permanent Stock, and provision was al.so made for 
the interest that had accrued during the year on tho deposits and 
deposit certificates. 

It is s.atisfactory to note that after paying out the various 
items of interest, and crediting tin., different chisses of stock, 
with th(! refiuired tiniounts, we had h balance of $8,636.1;; of in- 
terest earnings to credit to the Profit and Loss Account. 

This amount ha.s been transferred to the Reserve Fund, as 
well as tho very creditable sum of $122,310.96 Which stood at the 
.'red it of the Preniiuin .-Vccount. 

It should bo very satisfactory to the shareholders to learn 
that the Reserve now amounts to $400,781.23, being an Increase of 
n'iO,!)47.07 over the previous year. 

This last year there has been amjilc evidence that the share- 
liolders have re,ali/.e_d tli.'it In order to build up a successful in- 
stitution they must"(lo their j.art in assisting the Directors anil 
managemi'iit. .\ccordlngly your Directors beg to tender their 
heartiest appreciation of the loyal suiiporl thus given, and at th.' 
same time wish to call tho shareholders' attention to the fact 
that we expect a very busy year, and would ask for their co- 
operation in promoting the Company's welfare In every possible 
ni;uiner. 

It affords your Directors much pleasure to state that the 
officers and staff have executed their work in a capable and 

satisfactory manner.

It is with a feeling of much pleasure and satisfaction that I 
desire to call your attention to the fact that this Company has 
just experienced the most successful year In its history, and from 
tho statements submitted to you.

deferring to the Reserve l''iuid, 1 desire to c;ill your attention 
to the fact that the Compiiny earriiMl to the Reserve, during 1908, 
the handsome sum of $i;i0, 947.07, and while speaking on the sub- 
ject of Heserve, 1 thought it would be interesting to the Share- 
holders to have a comparison of tint amounts at tlie credit of the 
Reserve Fund at the end of each year since tho incor'ioration of 
tho Company. I therefore will give you the following figures:

I am buro that this is a wonderful record for any Company, 
and I do not think there is another Loan Company in Canada that 
can claim such a splendid record.

The Subscribed Permanent Capital is larger th.aii that of any 
other linaiiclal institution in Wc'stcrn Canada, and tlie Paid Up 
Capital Is tht: largest, with but one exception — the Northern 
Crown Hank. 

Coinmentin.g on the future of this country, I do not think 
that there is any other country that has brighter prospects than 
has Western t.'anada at the present time. 

A Company doing business In this Western country has lit- 
tle to fear in the way of decreased values. Even if we loaned a 
higher percentage than wo arc accustomed to do, I am sure we 
would then have abundant security.

1 would .iust lilte to dwell briefly on a question tliat has been 
iliscussed a great deal of late. You all know what it is. I refer 
to the proposed Selkirk Centennial Exposition In 1912. 

1 bail the jileasnre oi' a trip to I"'ortland to enquire as to tho 
advantages accruing troin the World's Fair hold in that city in 
I nor,. I made it iiiv business to Interview the managers of several 
Loan companies, and I was Informed that tho Increase in land 
values was really wonderful. If the Exposition Is held in Winni- 
peg, we should benefit in the same way. 

Tho Exposition would undoubtedly be the means of bringing 
hundreds of thousands of people Into the country.

I am liniipy to say that, during a recent trip tliroiiKtinnt iho 
Western Provinces 1 had the pleasure of visiting the i 'otnpaiiy'H 
oIllcoH in -siicli oltle.s as A'ancouver, Victoria and elsewhiTi', and 
it Wii.s indc'cil 11 soiirco nf satisfaction to nie to llnd siicli well 
eiliiipj)cil olllci's anil ( \i<iciu-r oi iiiiisi)erity every place; 1 went. 
I cannot sjiealc in loo lilH-li terms ef llie men in cliar(,'e nf ilie 
varioua brunoh olUoed, and 1 Imvo every assurance thai thuy 
oi-a thorouglily capable mon, and Quite compotont to look after 
the Jntereata of the Company. 

I now doalre to refer to the qneatloxj of debenturoo, wliloh bos 
already been discussed today. This is a matter which should bo 
given very groat conolderatlon. As to the terma or coats of our 
dobontures, we will be vei-y largely governed by the standing of 
our Company. The same applies to a man In 6rdlnary business 
life. When Ije desires acMmniodution at a bank, his financial 
standing Is carefully enquirjd into. 

If wo can secure debenture money at four per cent, wo will 
have a fine margin of profit frcm our Investments. 

Only recently I have visited nearly all the small towns in this 
Western country and evidence of rapid growth was seen every- 
where. Natuialii', with this development, large amounts of 
money are required. 

Tills Company In soliciting for foreign capital should be at- 
tended with great success, as the standing of our Company la 
such that will appeal very strongly to Intending investors. 

Some people mlgrht wonder why a large institution like ours 
wishes to borrow money. This Is readily explained, when it is 
understood that we can secure borrowed capital, say from four 
per cent, and invest It at a much higher rate in this country, 
whore money is in such demand. 

, At the same time the Investing public in the older countries 
are anxiously looking for a good safe Investment for their surplus 
money, and nothing appeals to them more strongly than the de- 
bentures of a well established Loan Company.

QUEENSBO'RO BRIDGE

(By Quartus in the Manchester Guardian)..' 
At this moment the Convocations of Can- 
terbury and York are engaged in an attempt 
to revise the Prayer-book. "Letters of Busi- 
ness" were a year ago addressed to them by 
His Majesty, especially pointing to the vcsti- 
arian controversy. Convocation has there- 
fore addressed itself loyally to this difficult 
question. 1 say '■difficult" advisedly, for no 
one can form any conception of the hornets' 
nest that awaits the reviser until he essays 
the task. It looks easy enough ai first sight, 
especially to the well-bred layman of the af- 
flueiu classes, to wdioni "riuial" is a mere 
nuisance, and who wants to find in church, 
when he attends it, a placid and traditional 
service which satisfies his religious emotions 
and raises no inconvenient questions. To such 
men — and they are often the salt of llie earth, 
and wdse and generous helpers of all great 
diocesan endeavors — the squabbles about rit- 
ual appear as silly as the fabled battle of 
liogs and mice, merely imiiediiig Church prog- 
ress and alienating sensible minds. .Ml ibis 
is true so far as it goes. But these men are 
not typical samples of the Church laity. I"ar 
different are the views of the actual church 
workers, the churchwardens, the teacher^ in 
.Sunday school, the leaders of I'.ible cla>ses, 
the organizers of lads" and girls' clubs, Tlie>e 
lav-folk, who arc far more closely connected 
with the intimate life ijf the Church and its 
parochial activities, have usually a pretty 
strong \iew on the ritual controversy, and 
lake sides definitely. 

It will also be found that the rank and file 
of the clergy are by no means in favor of rc- 
\ision. They know — for the Prayer-book is 
their daily and hourly manual — what the 
Prayer-book contains. They arc indeed, 
aware of its many archaisms of langu-igc, its 
occasional obscurity, its frequent ])rolixity. 
Thev acknowledge that il reflects the political 
con.s'titution of Tudor days, and an ecclesiasti- 
cal condition that has long passed by if it 
ever existed at all. They feel that the order 
of serv;ice nowhere coiitemplates the vast 
numbers that arc to be fouiid in the town par- 
ish of today. .M! this, and more, these mcu_ 
fully realize. But yet they are not hopeful of 
revision. Why? Simply because they are 
aware of the intense parly spirit wdiich still 
lingers in certain quarters. And here let it 
be honestly said that the spirit of tolerance 



is growing faster among tlic clergy than the 
laiiy. and faster on the "Catholic" than flic 
"Protestant" side. 

If any attempt is made to ilrafi a new Or- 
naments Rubric, it can on!}- be made in a 
spirit of ci)m])romise ; tli.al is, in the direction 
of permiltiiig (li\-ersily of use or allowing of 
white encharistic ve.stnients ; for rubrics can 
never do much more than give sanction to ex- 
isting practices. But it is certain that a ve- 
hement opposition would come from the 
"Protestant" party, and there might even be 
secessions. T^heir attitude is that of no com- 
promise. Thev claim to be alone the true chil- 
dren of the reformed h'.nglish Church. They 
are avowecHv exclusi\-e, and intolerant of any 
school in the Church but their own. They 
would approve of a decidedly Protestant turn 
l)cing given to the rubrics and to the Prayer- 
book generally ; but no other. 

.All this is fully known to the working 
clergy, and therefore they deprecate the wast- 
ing of time and energy upon a futile attempt 
at revision. It all looks so easy to people who 

lodk ;it il from ;i little distance. The states- 
iiiaii and the politician wonder why the 

liisllops ■'rjo llol ;icl." Ami tile I'dsllops ami 

thr "dignified elei-,L;\." who ari' ehirfly ap- 
pointed b\- the advice of st:itesmen and politi- 
cians, tend lo .share this more independent and 
secular view of such matters. But let it be. 
remembered that the clergy, as a rule, are 
more, tolerant of difference of view and of 
ritual than are their flocks; perhaps because 
they know more, and read more, both of his- 
tory and of human nature. It is not from 
mere i.gnorance and narrowness <'if \'iew th.at 
the working clergy are strongly against re- 
vision. It is because they realize the diflficul- 
tics. 

Morco\er, il is ob\i<ius to the parish 
elcrgv that every year that goes by tends to 
soften asperities, to draw the best men of all 
schools together and make them respect each 
other's merits. The "broad" views of the mod- 
ern High Churchmen are not so fat from the 
views of the neo-Evangclicals. These men. on 
either side, are ashamed and tired of the ex- 
travagances of their own friciuls. Alore and 
more in the Church the men of any school who 
are able to do good work receive the warmest 
recognition. In the face of the sociaP revolu- 
tion thai is proceeding around us, we cannot 
afford to waste tiine over ritual.

Coming lo more recent liiiies we 
have Ihe inslauce ot burglars siic- 
i-eeiliiig in effecting an entrrince into 
the strong-room of a bank In St. 

In the West-end of 
London. To aecomidl.sli this feat they 
i-ut their way tlirough a two-foot 
wall. This happened, too, SO recently 
as May. H'OG. l''i\-e years a^fo a man 
hrok.- into the strong-iooiU of the 
.steihx .simeltlng Works, at San Fran- 
cisco, hv tunnelling. Ho carried off 
thirly-aeven bars of gold, all of wliicli 
were siihsefiuently recovered and the 
man apprehended and sentenced to 
fifteen voars' linprlscniiieiit. In .'i like 
munner— namely. by tnnn.-iling— a 
large insurance company in Mas- 
saohusett.s had its strong-room burg- 
led and tweiilv-lUe thousaiul dollars 
In cash and dollar Vdlls stolen. 

nurlng- the civil War in America 
ti.'uik rlibh'Jiies were 80 fr.-iiiiciil thai 
the banks refused to lai;e care ol 
th.di- c-iisloiiiers' \-allKi tiles. t)iie ol 
these inslllution.s referred its clients 
to lis porter .is willing to accept the 
i lsk.

ivell as in all the pi-o\iiiclal towns. | 

The iiioneer of lliesi- instlUilioiis in 
Ureal lirllaiii was the .N'atlonal .Safe 
Deposit CompanN'. situated in Qu<>en 
Victoria street and within a stone's 
(throw of the Hank of England. It is 
a veritable fortress ot steel, built nt 
a cost of over a million and a quarter 
dollars and undoubtedly one of the 
strongest repositories In the world. 
In all there lire thirty-two great 
vaults .irranged in four tiers and 
closed liv massive Iron doors twelve 
Inches tiilck nnd each weighing be- 
tween four and the tons. 

Tliesi- doors jioss.-ss lin locks and 
are Kiiiiiil>' a solid. iindriUablc mass 
of tlilci; slei-l. 'J'liey are operated ill 
an ingenious way — namely, by liy- 
draiillc power. To close them it Is 
necessarj for four offlccrs of „the com- 
piuiv lioiding different positions ,to be 
at their post and once the 'doors «ire 
closed there I.s no power on enrth that 
i can nio\'e them niitil the proper tiKic- 
■ hlin-ry is bmnght into n,.d.lon. As a 
fui-lh.-i- precaiition llierc Is nVio\-e the 
l,,p of the external hiillilin;; a lank 
i containing Ii.'"tv thousand g-.illoiis of 
wnt'-r. When Ihe hydraulic inaidrm- 
I ers- has linlslied its wort; tor the night 
anil closed the doors the mechanism Is 
h\- an Ingdiioiis device, disconnected. 
Anyone attemiitlng to connect It would 
release tiie water In the tank, at the 
top of the building, with the reslilt 
that the whole place, from celling to 
floor, would be Instantly flooded with 
water, >et the vaults and strong- 
rooni.i would r'emnin iierfectl.\- dry. 

One should not forget to add. pcr- 
linps. thai the building Is also patrol 



eaHliquake could not shake unless it 
swallotved It bodily, millions of dol- 
lars' tvorth of securities and valu- 
ables are stored liy the renters of th.^ 
numerous receptacles. During Die 
laic KniiKO-Japnii.-se war, noblemen 
from Russia caiin- to London and 
stort-d llielr \-aluablcs in this strong- 
hold, kiunving thai heie they would 
be safe. On the conijiain's book.s arc 
hundreds of tilled naiiies and In the 
safes there are deeds and documents 
that are practically Invaluable. 

One of the best-known, perhaps, of 
latter-day safe deposits is tlie one in 
Chancery lane, London. Here, in a 
casing of concrete. Iron and steel, arc 
some forty tliousand sales, strong- 
rooms and .strongholds, li was in this 
deposit that ttme-loclis wcic first 
used in Great I'.ritaiii. i >n snni.- 
doors there ar.- two clocks and on 
others .".s iiinii\- as line.' and e\i-ii 
four. When lb,, door is closed the 
npparalus Is set to a predetermined 
time and until that hour elapses It Is 
impossible to open the door. The 
i..-ason why a number of timepieces 
;iic used Is because, should one fail, 
tile other oi- othei-s WDUld net and one 
clock is sulllclent io release the me- 
chanism lo unholl the door at the ex- 
pired time. At six o'clock al ni.ght 
the two-toi'i,;-,doiirs to the \-auits an- 
closed . un/lv the mechanism set lor 
nine o'oloclcv Jltlxt luorning. II is iin- 
liosslble (luring Ihe iiilervening hours 
to open the vaull. even witli the key. 
In the same w,-i.\- tin docks are set 
fr.nii one o'clock on Saturday to ex- 
pire ,Ti nine o'clock Monday morning. 

One coiiUl write at great length on 
the romance of the safe deposit. 
When I visited the Chancery Lane 
Deposit 1 saw one room containing 
one hundred and fifty million dollars' 
worth of securities. The next strong- 
rooiii contained a valuable (-olleetion 
of books. There wefe .scores of thein, 
and the owner declares that ;hi-\- an- 
S.1 rnr.- and voluable thai if iml ii|i 
for ;i net ion toniorrnw tln-y w.mld fdcii 
t..|| Ihousand ilollai-s .•iplecc. Some of 
the stioiig-rooiiis nr.- i>ut to curious 
uses. l.'or iiislanc.-, a lady renter 
pa\s live hiinilrcd dollars a year for 
a giant house of steel for storing old 
china. She Aas collected her trea- 
sures from nil iiarts of the world and 
the atendailt hiformed m.' thai tlien- 
-were some lovcl>- Ihings helilnd ili.- 
(dosed steel door. Sc\-i-|-al lilted and 
wealtin- renters st.ir.- their plate in 
the vaults nl i'hancer\- lane. When 
they give a grand dinii.-r lh.-.\- reinove 
the'id.-ilc from the strong-room a.i.l as 
:ioon as the dinner Is ovim- il Is sent 
imck again to the vault. Another 
room contains paintings valued al live 
huiulred thousand dolhii-s and in yet 
another there are some magiiincenl 
examjiles of tapestry work whicli 
eould not bo dujilicated for many 
thousand dollars. During the trial of 
the misslng-word compotltion tliirtei'ii 
sackfuls of postal orders wi're stored 
In one of the safes. Some of the 
strong-rooms weigh live huiulred 
tons and are titled with doors lliat 
liii-n the scale al two tons aph-ce. 
Some ri'iitors have had siieclal doors 
made to tlieir rnonis and have had 
c.iiiiblniit ion locks; lilted to them. 

Tills lock Is ver>- much favored h\- 
the American public and in some of 
tliem as many7.as-,,one.,..l>undred lull- 
llon ,combliVa|tlblVa:ffnlajrfJ.tt6j7ufeo The 
latest e.omblh^tibhclbdt ' cbifislsts of 
four sets of twenty-four letters of 
the alphabet, which can be set to a 
sentence, In .inoat modern liingunges. 
AVlien one letter Is used In one alidia- 
bet nml-another in the second set. and 
MO on. It becomes a very com pi ioa t .-d 
matter to detect the comhinaliou. 
Then there is the inlllal problem of 
what laiiRiiaxc. Il hits been keyed in, 
to bo Molved hy the nui.n who alteiiipis 
to open the safe. Indeed, . It would 



take thousands of years to work out 
the whole comlllnatioiis that can be 
used with these lucks. A liltle whih' 
ago at Crancery Lane a renter forgot 
bis conihinution, and it toolc the mak- 
ers a whole week to got the door open. 

Another popular London safe de- 
posit is that to be found at Harrod's 
stores. One is not surprised to learn 
that it Is well patronized by ladies. 
The fact that It is In the very centre 
of the establishment It-iids additional 
safelN- to Its users, for the would-h.- 
thief bos no means of knowing whe- 
ther a renter leaving the biillding has 
conic away with an ordinary piircliase 
of not particular \-.iliie or a diamond 
nci-khu-c fnnii the safe deposit. Then 
the deposit itself is built of (xmcrete 
I an.l st'-el. and is alisoliitely lire-proof, 
I and. for tluu matter, burgliir-proof. 
If til. whole building was burned 
diuMi th. safe deposit would remain 
absolutely Intact. The entrance Is 
gained through ii three-ton door fit- 
ted with time-locks, capable of op- 
erating from one limir lo three days. 

Passing III.- g-rill one emerges into 
the manager's ollic,-. an.l is \-irlualIy 
surrounded Ir,- larg.- and .small .safes 
(Ontaining priceless treasures. T^n- 
douhlcdl\-. there .arc many valuable 
.i(-^vels In this de)iosit. In one safe, 
i-ented h\- the sister of a foreign mon- 
arch, tlicre Is a magnificent collection 
of pearls. y\iiother lady renter rligldly 
locks up in her safe a costly diamond 
tiara presented to iter by the' City 
Corporation. She only removes It to 
wear on special occasions. She brings 
it back next morning done up like an 
ordinary parcel, to deposit It again 
until the next festive occasion. 

Anyone, of course, can hire the safes 
in the various safe deposits by paying 
the ncc-essar.N- rent, and il is not sur- 
prising lo h-arn thai occasioiinlly per- 
sons or a uioi-e or i.-ss suspicious 
chara.-t.-r .lo s.i. "A well -.-Iressed 
i^i-iit l.-inaii caiiie li.-r.-." sai.l tlic niaii- 
ager of one saf.- deposil Io tli,- -writer.

A clerk In a London bank, who - was 
locked in a .strong room some few 
years ago, was by no means .^o for- 
ilunate. He was brought out at mid- 
night In an unconscious condition. He 
owed ills life to his wife, wlio, linding 
his Imt ami coat nl tlie ofllco, divined 
that be must he In the biiilding, and 
the only place tlie\- coiihl not search 
wa;; Ihe strong' room. The manager 
was r-enl for and the door opmied, .ami 
the poor man dl.-icovored almost life- 
less on the floor of the- vault. 
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Starting from Nunaiino on the steamer City 
of Nanaimo, we followed the Georgia Straits 
en route to Comox. It was a day of alternating 
cloud and sunshine, and the sea presented a 
constantly changing panorama of lights and 
shades. To the left, rose the niountiiins of the 
island, many of tlicni snow-crownod, and all ris- 
ing abrupt and rugged us wc went by. Occa- 
sionally a passing launch showed speck-likc on 
the water, and once wc marked a Siwash canoe 
rising and dipping like some floating bird on the 
waves. To tlie right the peaks on the mainland 
showed dim and distant, and trailed about them 
were the mists of early morning. 

One strange phenomenon about the highest 
mountains was, that they seemed to follow us 
in our flight. Hour after hour some lone summit 
would be in sight, and when we finally shook 
it off a succeeding crest woulrl loom up and cling 
to our course until it. too, had disaiipcarcd, 1o 
bn followed by yet another snow-crowned 
height. It was the same with the waves that we 
churned through. 

"Each after each sank down astern, exhausted 

in the chase. 
But where it sank, another rose, and gallopped 
in its place." 
Our first stop, where I went ashore, was 
Beaver Creek Landing. Here; a few passengers 
got off, and some freight was put ashore. Mere 
a number of Indians had gathered, some on 
business bent, and others with apparently noth- 
ing to do but to smoke the inevitable cigarette, 
which seems to have superseded the ancient 
pipe of peace. Our next stop was Hornby 
Island, most romantically situated, and fringed 
with smooth-barked arbutus trees. Here there 
was quite a concourse of people all men except- 
ing one figure, which in dainty shirtwaist and 
modern gown, made a picturesque contrast to 
the group of masculinity. Jlcre we sent ashore 
more freight, and here one persistent inquirer 
kept the i)oat waiting while he vainly searched 
for a box of groceries'" which had somehow 
missed their connection with the steamer. 

Steaming out from Hornby Island, we passed 
Yellow Rock lighthouse, with its two lights, and 
its rugged and scarred bulwarks shining in the 
spreading sunlight. Further on wc sighted 
Coniox, nestled in the hills, green with many a 
shining emerald fold of glistening fields and with 
a welcoming freshness in its charming slopes. 
The town is beautifully situated, and seems to 
be more than usually blessed with an air of 
prosperity and advancement. Here I met, Mr-.- 
William Duncan, president of the Comox De- 
velopment league, whose hearty handshake 
made me feel quite at home. There was quite 
a gathering at the Comox wharf, and after 
meeting some of the citizens, I was taken by 
Mr. Duncan to the stag^c running to Courtney 
and wc started for that place. 

From Comox to Courtney the road runs 
through a fine fanning district, and many of 
the farmers are old settlers on the island. Much 
land has been drained and cleared, antl the work 
of extending this scheme of reclaiming the soil 
is being steadily carried on. At Courtney 1 
stopped at the hotel, and afterwards drove 
around the district a little before supper. The 
' Courtney river, a few yards from the hotel, is 
a magnificent waterpower virtually running to 
waste, which could be dammed and made to 
'furnish power for mill and factory sites. There 
is plenty of splendid timber, too, in the vicinity, 
and this proximity of woo.l-puip and material 
and natural power suggests very forcibly the 
practicability of paper and pulp mills. 

In the evening the Comox Development 
League of the N'ancouvcr Island Development 
League held a meeting in .Agricultural hall, with 
a fine attendance of the people of the district, 
. including a nmnher of ladies. Mr. Duncan open- 
ed the speech-making with an able address, in 
which he called atK-nlion to the needs of the 
district in the way of development, the vast ad- 
vantages which the country offered to both in- 
vestors and settlers, and the benefits accruing 
from the co-operation afforded by the inaugu- 
ration of the Vancouver Island Development 
League. I'rcsidcnt Duncan spoke in glowing 
terms of the prospects of the Comox district 
with its towns of Courtney. Comox and Cum- 
berland, and closed with an appeal for all of his 
hearers to Join in the work of developing the 
district and airling the league. His arldrcss 
was applauded \-igori)Usl\ . 

fn the absence of the secretary of the (/omox 
league, Iho treasurer gave an adclress which was 
full of solid and pith_\ advice, and wdiich was 
delivered with the fervor of a man who be- 
lieved in what he said. The gist of his speech 
was to "get busy," work, and development 
would follow as surely as crops would follow 
where seed has been sown and careful culti- 
vation been given. The treasurer's talk was re- 
cei^'cd with enthusiasiri. 

Robert Grant, .M.T.r, lor Comox District, 
was next called on and gave assurance of his 
heartv support to the league and its objects, 
and his faith in its ultimate and full success. 
J. McPhec, of Courtney followed with a speech 
marked by optimistic views of the resources of 
the district and his sympathy with the aims and 
objects of the league. Mr, Harrigan was heard 
on the subject of "The Settler's Land Act Ques- 
tion, and other citizens of the district added 
remarks during the course of the evening. 

ixobert C. Wilson, secretary of the Cundjer- 
land Development League, and present at the 
meeting, gave a ringing address, in which he 
I old of the work being done in the Cumberland 
district, and urged everybody to join the League 
and help on* in the- good work. Mr. Wilson's 
.speegh was full of ginger and wit, and wa.s one 
of the best efforts of tlic occasion. Secretary 
.(McGaffey. of the Victoria branch, explained 



the objects and work of the Vancouver Island 
Development League at some length and the 
jneeting closed with a vote of thanks to the 
visiting speakers for their attendance. It was 
a most successful and enthusiastic gathering. 

The following morning I drove with jNlr. 
Grant about the district, meeting a nundjcr of 
the old settlers, and seeing some of the finest 
farming land that ever laid out of doors. We 
visited Mr. Kierns, Mr. Bridges, and others, and 
drove through valleys which were sinipl\ dreams 
of beauty and prosperitsK At Mr. llalliday's 
farm we met the secretary's two sons, setting in 
corn for silo purposes; and all .^long the road 
the farmers were busy. Here 1 saw this Mc-

After leaving the Cburtncy hotel when we 
had finisfied luhchecfn, wc mot Adam McKe'vcy, 
the pioneer, and he inSisttd on our coming in 
to SCO him. ' Mr. Grant was obliged to go with 
the road overseer to see a strip of highway 
in the near vicinity, so 1 was left to iieceiu the 
invitation. Mr. McKelve\' insisted ow tny ci'.iiug 
another dinner on top of the one 1 had jusL 
devoured, and also poured oiU some more tea 
for me. It was a case 6f almost being killed

From the camp we went into the town of 
Ciimberfand, where I put up at the hotel. Cum- 
berland has a wide-awake and aggressive aspect. 
Its stores are large and well-stocked, and it has 
the unmistakable look of a town that is decided- 
ly "on the move." Its custom-house and jjosl- 
(llTice building, just erected imdcr the super- 
vision of a N'ictoria avchilect, is of the 
handsoiiiesl and most complete sliaictures of 
the kind on the island. Us school building is 
also one of which the town has good reason to 
be proud of, and a WoU-fitted hospital for the 




Kelvey prairie, settled firsl by .\dam McKelvcy". 
This pioneer citizen of \'ancouver Island came 
to the'districi; in March, i80_>, when there were 
no -one but Indians in the neighljoihood, and 
has remained there ever since. The country in 
the vicinity of Courtney and Comox is remark- 
ably fertile, and no better farming land will be 
found anywhere. Dairying, fmit-growing and 
jnixed farming is carried on with great success, 
and all produce has a steady market. 

Ever} \vhere we went we were received' with 
the utmost hospitality. Mr. Grant's, evident 
popularity whs shown by the invariable invitar 
tions we' had to tea, or a "wee drai)pic" of 
something or other, and 1 am sure if I had 
accepted one-third of ilie kind offers of refresh- 
ment tendered me, d should never havi>. been

When- 
ever we stepped aside, we were in close prox- 
imity to a live electric wire carrying quiK* 
enough volts lo sati^iy the appetite of ans'^ 
ordinary man. i saw coal scams there six feeli 
thick and extending down over two mdes, andj 
running back into the mountain for prcsumabl\1 
inanv miles. .Above this vein was another vcut 
of e'lpial thickness which was being workedj 
and gallei-ies cut in each vein showed a deposit! 
of coal which almost staggered calculation. 

Coming out, we came by way of the mincj 
road, a dusty passage filled with mules andj 
Japanese, coming and going both ways, an<t 
making pcdcstrianism exceedingly difficult., 
However, wo reached the to]) alive, and I ami 
free to sav mv curiosity about the "true in- 
wardness" 'of a coal mine has been complctely-j 
satisfied. lint the (Miormous (piantity of coal] 
in that one mine alone is a revelation. It is com-j 
parativelv easily mincfl, too. as no shaft haa 
been necessary in Inanging it to the surfaceJ 
h'ront the top', it is shipjied to Union Bay byj 
rail, and thence by collier steamers to variouf^ 
ports. Through comnntnication by mil wdll maktj 
Cumberland .a very i"mi)ortant point for the 
trihnlion. of coal. 'as well as "bringing its man-| 
ufacttn-ing i-)ossibilities into play. With thq 
Courtne\- and Cumberland districts back of itj 
with their splendid resources of various kindsJ 
th(M-e is no 'doubt that this ])arl of the island^ 
will come to the front steadily and surely. ' 

At the saw-mill in Cumberland 1,000 tons 08 
wood-jndp material is being burned up cvcry^ 
year, and the jiiill men would be glad to give^ 
this material away for nothing ii anyone woukU 
pay the cost of removal. There is plenty 08 
water-power in this district, and ample facili-j 
tics for lumliering and manufacturing. Close b\'| 
the mines. Comox Lake, sometimes called] 
Iluntledge Lake, is found, jutting out froii;] 
splen<lid surrounding mouniain peaks, andj 
sli-etching awav for miles, a beautiful .sheet oii 
cleat water. .Several fine trout streams tlo\v| 
into it. and the lake itself affords the best o3 
fishing. There are various minerals in the moun-^ 
tains in the Comox and Cumberland districts! 
besides coal, and with the introduction of rail- 
roads there would be renewed activity in mining 
enterprises in general. Courtney. Comox and; 
Cumberland will on.' day be a Ihriving centrcj 
of agricultural, mining, milling and manufactur-; 
ing activities, ami they hold splendid attrac- 
tions for the tOLu l.-l. angler. huiUer and traveller., 
from their abundanci" of fine trout streams, and] 
plentiful suj^ijly of game, and their varied nnd^ 
magnificent scenery, perfect roads and pic- 
turescpie forests.

AGINCOURT 

The ^iorv of the Hundred Years War is 
one of llic most remarkable in human anna s. 
While there were many incidents tn it ot the 
most heroic nature, yet on the whole it was a 
period with very little to render it glorious. 
Crccy Poitiers and Aginconrt were three re- 
markable battles, in whicii the Knglish troops 
"•ained imperishable renown. 1 ho deteat by 
the Black Prince of Henry of Trastamara in 
Spain was another illustration of wonderful 
valor; but on the other hand, France was not 
without her triumphs, nor were the English 
arms unsullied by deeds of awhil cruelty, t t 
Agincourt there is not very much to tel . 
Henry \'. claimed the Crown of h ranee, al- 
though he had no right whatever to it. He 
based his claim upon that of hilward Hi.; 
but he was not j-dward's heir. His father, 
Henry 1\'., was not king bv right of succes- 
sion, but bv the decree of Parliament, and this 
decree, while sufficient title to the Crown of 
England, carried with it no rights m !• ranee 
Parliament onlv made Henry 
England, not heir of Edward. I'.ut Henry \ ., 
in whose soul there burned the fierce ambition 
of a conqueror, paid no allentiun m such fine 
distinctions. He lonkc.l up..n tlie Crown of 
iM-ance as an appanage lo tliat of England. 
Eandim; with a small l-.rce on the coast of 
Norniandv, he marched directly towards 
Calais, utterly regardless of the fact that l:e 
was in a hostile country, where he might at 
any day be called upon to face overwhelming 
odds. His force did not number more than 
15,000. and some of the iMiglish writers say 
it was onlv 10,000. The efficient numbers 
were even less than this, for the army was at- 
tacked bv sickness, which compelled hun- 
dreds of' men to stop by the way. The 
Dauphin threw his troops across their paUi. 
PJe had between 50,000 and 60,000 men. The 
conflict was short and shar]). Profiting by 
the lesson of Crccy and Poitiers, the Dauphm 
waited for the English to begin the attack, 
which they did without hesitation, the archers 
advancing against the French cavalry, which 
they threw into confusion by volleys of ar- 
rows, and then charged with their bill-hooks 
and axes. This increased the confusion, and 
thereupon the English cavalry charged, and 
the French force was driven headlong from the 
field, leaving more than 10.000 dead behind 
them. The English loss was 1,600. The battle 
was fought on September 25, 1415. 

After Agincourt, Henry rested awhile, but 
the struggle was shoitiy r.-iicwed and con- 
tinued w'th unremitting success for nearly 
five years, terminating onlv when Henry had 
been" appointed Regent of P'rancc with the 
right of succession to the Crown. In the same 
year Henry died, and thus was ended a career, 
which, but for this, might have led to remark- 
able results. His ami)itions were cast in 
a great mold, l ie not only aimed at wearing 
the crowns of England and I'rance, but that 
of Spain as well, and even hoped for more ex- 
tensive domains in W estern Europe. W hen 
he had completed these plans, he inteniled to 
undertake a Crusade, and his last words were 
an expression of regret that he could live to 
take Jerusalem from the Saracens. In the 
reign of Henry's successor the English power 
in France was broken through the influence of 
the -Maid of Orleans, but that must form the 
subject of anniluT article. 

The wai- tub! mure heavily on I'rance than 
on I'jiglaiid, and its effects 011 the two coun- 
tries were widely different. In some respects 
the consequences were alike in both countries. 
The loss of life was great and many of the 
best people of both nations laid down their 
lives, in the great majority of cases befure they 
had reached middle age. Prince>. l)aroiis ;ind 
knights were slain in scores, altlioni;li the 
English loss in tliese, as well a-^ in iiien-al- 
arms, was much less than that of the l-'rench. 
In ailditum tu the ravages of war. repeated 
visitations <if the lll.-ick Death carried away 
llioiisaiids. When Edward 111. came to the 
throne the i)oi)ulat'ion of England was esti- 
mated at 4,000,000. Nearly a century later, 
when Henry V. was fighting his French wars, 
it was estimated at only ^.(Mo.ooo. Ily natur- 
al increase it should luue been more than 
(■).000,ooo, so that pestilence and battle account 
for an excessix e de.iili roll of _:5,or)o,ooo in the 
centurv, a iiuinbcr which is doui)tless iiiucli 
loo small, seeing th;it in oiu' \ear alone the 
plague claimed j, 000. 000 \'iclims. Civil wars 
distracted the country and added to the ter- 
rible roll of suffering and death. l>ut in 
France things were far worse. In the article 
on "Ptiitiers" \s e (pioied trdni reti arch 
as to tlie (lesi ilat K III ; but in the time of 
Plenry the cumtry seemed lo be relapsing 
into a wilderne-s. It is said tli.at two bat- 
talions se'arclicil for ea.'di ntlier lor days in 
wilds that had once been one of the most 
beautiful farming districts of Normandy. To 
add to the horrors prevalent in France, the 
country was without a strong government, 
and was overrun by hands of marauding sol- 
diers, who respected neither age, sex nor any 
right of property. By these terrible conditions 
the way was preparetl for the abscdutism, 
which held iMMiice in a deathlike grip until it 
was loosened more than two and a half ccn- 
luries later by the Revolution. In England the 
wars had a contrary effect. They stimulated 
the development of parliamentary government. 
The kings needed money to carry on their 
operations, and each succeeding parliament, 
with few exceptions, insisted upon conces- 
sions from the Crown before they would 
authorize the necessary taxation. The death 
of so many of the landed proprietors enabled 
many landless persons to j.ccurc small estates ; 
but the most significant cuange was due to the 



rise in the wages of workingmen due to the 
scarcity of labor resulting from deaths by the 
plague and war. There arose at this time two 
men, whose influence upon the future of Eng- 
land was pronounced. One of these was 
Wiclif, whose career has already been 
sketched upon this page; the other was John 
Ball, the first English advocate of Socialism. 
The public addresses and pamphlets of these 
men had a wonderfully stimuiating effect upon 
the thought of England. The views of neither 
of them have been or are likely to be accepted 
in their entirety, and with the truth of them 
we have nothing to do here. It was a for- 
tunate thing for England that they found ex- 
pression when they did, when the kings were 
rugged soldiers and the barons valiant and 
simple-minded. The Lollard and Socialistic 
movements were not greatly unlike that men- 
tal upheaval which, at the close of the Eigh- 
teenth Century deluged France in blood, an 
upheaval which a degenerate king and a de- 
generate nobility were jjowerless to res 'st. 
Such are some of the thoughts which cluster 
round the glorious name of Agincourt.

SOME RANDON THOUGHTS 

If all the copies of the New Testament 
were destroyed and. all the writings -of the 
theologians should perish and the story of 
the Gospels should be forgotten, would man- 
kind evolve Christianity from the light gf its 
own reasoning and obserwalions ? If the vital 
force of Christianity is real, and it must be 
real if it is a force, its existence is not de- 
pendent upon any human devices. It did not 
begin to be at any particular dale in history. 
It must always have existed. This seems to 
be the idea which the writer of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews had in mind when he wrote 
the chapter beginning, "Now faith is the sub- 
stance of things hoped for: the evidence of 
things not seen." In this cbai)tcr wc have a 
sort of historical review showing how large 
a part failli had played in connection with 
those events whicli had shaped the history 
of the Jewish people, and it would be ftdly 
to contend that what is meant b)- faith in this 
connection is belief in any jKirticular dogma 
or the acceptance of any particular set of 
teachings, or that it is something dei)endent 
ujion an event which transfiired centuries after 
the things attributed to it were transacted. 
W'e are not now concerned with the historical 
accuracy of the various matters mentioned 
in the eleventh chajner of Hebrews, but are 
only dealing with the fact that a writer, whose 
work is accepted by the Christian Church as 
authoritative, attributed a certain series of 
events to the operation of faith, and that this 
scries extends back to what the Hebrews un 
derstood to be the beginning of the human 
race, for the first act ascribed to faith is the 
first event, which the Hebrew Scriptures speak 
of as occurring after the expulsion of Adam 
and Eve from fideii, namely, the offering by 
.Abel of a mr)re acceptable sacrifice than that 
offered by Cain. In the following chapter the 
writer of the lipistle speaks of Jesus as "the 
author and finisher of our faith"; but it will 
hardly be contended that he wished to teach 
that the existence of faith, which is the vital 
force in Christianity, dated from the life of 
Jesus on earih. Iiuieed, if the portions of the 
Epistles referred to lia\-c any value at all, it is 
because they teach that this force has existed 
concurrently v.'ith liumanil\-, and this being the 
case, it must be more than a belief in some- 
thing that ocpurred, or in a doctrine that was 
expounded at any particular time or among 
any particular people. But while these ideas 
ma}' be correct, it does not follow from them 
that humanity by the mere exercise of its 
reasoning powers could deduce Christianity 
from its observation and exijerience. The iact 
that it has never done so is j^rinia facie evi- 
dence that it never could. Unaided human 
intelligence seems to be incapable of discern- 
ing spiritual truths. 

From what has been said above, it seems 
to follow that humanity, in order to attain its 
best development, is deitcndent upon guidance 
from some source external to itself. When we 
attempt to consider this subject wc find our- 
selves hampered by the fact that words are 
iuadetpiate 'to the clear expression of our 
ideas, and indeed that our minds are limiletl 
greatl}- in the capacity of comprehending. 
Tims we are unable to think of God except as 
a perstjii like ourselves, only immeasurably 
greater. To the ancient Jews Jehovah was a 
Being, which loved and hated, made mistakes 
and repented of them, was rc\ engeful, and, in 
short, exhibited all human cli.iracieristics, only 
on a very extensive scale : and this concc])- 
tioii of Him will be preached in a thousand 
Christian pul])ils today. The (;reeks and R<.)- 
nians drew a \'ery uncertain line between gods 
and men. Indeed, it is onl}' when we turn 
tc the teachings of the ancient leaders of l^er- 
sia and India that wc find the thought of a 
God, who is not almost \vholly human. This 
inability to define the Deity by unaided human 
intelligence compels a belief in inspiration ; 
it compels a belief in the divinity of Jesus. 
(Otherwise wc are like rudderless barks upon 
a sea of doubt. We are not umiiindful of the 
fact, that uncounted millions of the human 
race have lived and died without ever having 
heard of the Man of Nazareth, that centuries 
upon centuries ago humanity was struggling 
with apparently little or no light whereby it 
might direct its course towards better things. 
'I'he considerations present a mystery which 
is, and apparently must remain forever, un- 
.solvable. We have to do only with ourselves 
and the things of which we ourselves know or 
may learn. We have t'.ie New Testament, \vq 
have the writings of the theologians, wc have 



the experience of many millions, whose lives 

testify to the reality of the vital force of Chri.s- 
tianity. These ought to be sufficient for us. 
We know that if mankind woidd follow the 
princii)les laid down by Christ and accept llim 
as a Saviour, it would escape the consecpienccs 
of human error. And the salvation thereby 
secured would not relate only to another 
life in an unseen world, but to this life, where 
eveiy candid person must admit it is very 
greatly needed. 



GREAT INVENTIONS 

As was said in the first article of this series, 
men have been accustomed for so many gen- 
erations to the devices of human invention 
that we take for granted things that once 
were outside human knowledge. .Most of us 
know what a plumb-line is, or if we do not 
know it by that name, we k-r.ow what it i.s 
ill [)oinl of fact. Scientifically described, it 
is a line perpendicular to the plane of the 
horizon. In other words, it is a line which, 
if prolonged, would pass through the centre 
of the earth. If we drop k stone from a bridge 
into the water, it will fall in a pkunb-line, and 
if we tie a string to the stone, the string will 
hang in a plumb-line. Who was the unknown 
genius, who first made use of litis fact in con- 
nection with building oiieralions? Of course, 
no one can answer the (piestion, or tell when 
he livt.'d or in what country. We only know 
that he must have dhscovered the principle and 
invented the plummet a great many centuries 
ago. Without a knowledge of it, the art of 
building would never have risen above its first 
crude beginnings. 

Just ;i woril or two about plumb-lines, or 
lierpendiculars. To all intents and j/urposes 
aiiv two plumb-lines are parallel to each other 
with any range within wliich they can be em- 
Ijloyed for building purposes ; but they are 
not, in point of fact, parallel. By the nicest 
measurement that you can make, you may not 
be able to detect :tHe:§}ightest deviation in 
parallelism between two^posts both of which 
are set plumb; but if. these posts could be pro- 
longed indefinitely upwards it would be found 
that they are not parallel. If the posts were 
a mile apart at their base, they would be two 
miles apart at a little less than 8,000 miles 
above their base. Mence they would stand at 
an angle to each otherj small though it migiit 
be ; yet it is an angle^.as we would see if we 
kei)t setting up posts ' further and further 
apart, for at the equator we would find t'^o 
posts set ])lumb and 6,00a miles apart woilJd 
be at right angles to each other. For all prac- 
tical i)urposes this angularity between plumb- 
lines ma\' be discarded. 

What the first efforts of mankind in the 
way of building were it is impossible to say. 
Shelter of some kind is desired apparently by 
every animate creature. Between the little 
crab, which hides in the moss in some small 
pool left in a rock by the receding tide, and 
the monarch, who withdraws from public 
gaze to the seclusion of his palace, the differ- 
ence is only in degree. F'reedom of motion 
carries with it a desire for shelter of some 
kind. Therefore we seem safe in assuming 
that one of the first things done by mankind 
was to secure shelter of some kind. A hole 
in a rock, a tangle of vegetation, a hollow 
tree would naturally be the first shelters, and 
no effort of the imagination is necessary to 
suppose that ]jiiniitive man would siipidement 
wh.'it nature liad jircnided in this respect. 
Without tools, he would of necessity have to 
use such building materials as were ready to 
his. hand, and hence it may be inferred that 
loose stones were the original building ma- 
terial. Century aft^r century probably jiassed 
before the first builders did anything more 
than pile up in a crude way the material out 
of which their structures were built. It was not 
tintil the principle of the plumb-line was discov- 
ered that high edifices liecanic jjossible. It was 
a great (lisco\'ery, for it gave builders an 
instrunieiit for detcniiiiiing if structures were 
])eri.H.'n(liculai'. The remains of most prehistoric 
structures suggest that the earliest builders 
knew nothing of the principle of the plumb-line. 
They seem to indicate that the rule governing 
architecture was simply to keep the lines of the 
building within the base, and the result was that 
all edifices were of little altitude. Discarding 
the story of the Tower of Babel as one belong- 
ing to so .■incieiit a jjeriod that nothing can be 
affirmed with certainty about it, we come to the 
comiJaratively recent period when niassiveness 
of construction was the object aimed at. Among 
all the edilices creeled by mankind the Great 
Pyramid easily lakes the first place, and it is 
evident that its builders were fijmiliar not only 
with the plumb-line, but also with many princi- 
ples of higher mathematics. Herodotus says 
that Cheops built this wonderful structure. Just 
when Cheops lived is a matter of conjecture; 
but it was not less than four thousand years 
ago. This pyramid covers upwards of thirteen 
acres ; that is to say it occupies three limes as 
much ground as St. Peters at Rome, which is 
the largest building in the world. It is built of 
stone (luarried in the Arabraii mountains. None 
of the blocks were less than thirty feel long. 
Herodotus says that the erection of the structure 
occupied twenty years, and that 100,000 men 
were em]doyed in the work for that whole 
period. But liic stones of the Great I\vramid, 
vast though ihey are, are small by comparison 
with some of those used in the building of 
Baalbec, that ancient ci'y of Syria, devoted to 
the worship of the sun and called by the 
Greeks 1 leliopolis. Here .stones sixty feet 
long and twelve feet thick were common. One 
simply stands amazed at the greatness of the 
conception of the architects;, who planned such 



structures, and at the skill of the builders who 
erected them, Baalbec seems to have been 
remarkable for the skill of its workmen in 
handling great blocks of stone. It was here 
that Cleopatra's Needles, so-called, were made. 
These obelisks weigh each about 200' tons. The 
huge stones above referred to must weigh 
upwards of 1500 tons. The age of the ruins of 
Baalbec is uncertain. Indeed, their origin 
is lost in the mists of antiquity. There is an 
inscription on one of the "Needles," which is 
about 3500 years old; but good reason exists 
for believing that the early Egyptian mon- 
archs were given to the i)ractice of causing 
their names to be carved on work done by 
others. This reference to these, great; stones 
brings up the question of how they were pre- 
pared. Some unfinished bl.o.cks . in the .quar- 
ries seem to show that holes were drilled in 
the rock, and wooden pegs were driven in and 
moistened, the swelling of the wood causing 
the rock lo split. We have absolutely no cer- 
tain, knowledge of the means adopted to get 
these enormous blocks into place. It has been 
suggested that they were rolled up inclined 
I)lanes, but while this seems to have been 
adopted in some instances, there is no rea.son 
to suppose it was the universal practice. 
Those builders must have' had machinery of 
the principles of which we know nothing.

The Birth of the Nations 

XXI. 
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THE ROMANS— II. 

When the war with the Sabines was over 
and terms of peace had been arranged, Romu- 
lus persuaded his one-time adversaries to 
settle in the city which he had founded 
and undertake with him to govern the coun- 
trv. Henceforth the Romans and the Sabines 
were as brothers, citizens of the same land, 
and their interests one and the same. The 
Sabine women, who had suffered such ' a 
grievous wrong in the beginning, were treated 
with distinguished honors; whenever one of 
them passed in the street, way was made for 
her as if she were a princess or one in high 
authority. It was forbidden to use coarse 
language in their presence or to act in any 
manner unseemly before them ; their children 
were distinguished by the garb they wore. In 
common with all the youthful Romans they 
dressed in white, but their gowns had a pur- 
ple border. The divisions of the tribunes, of 
the three tribes into which the people were 
divided, were named for the Sabine women. 

Tatius, once the sworn enemy of the 
country, and Romulus were made joint rulers; 
a hundred Sabines were elected senators, each 
king having the same number as his advisors. 
Tatius, however, did not live long to enjoy his 
authority. A robbery and murder having 
been committed by some of Tatius' lollovyers, 
he seemexl loath to deliver the criminals up 
lo justice, whereupon some of the relatives 
of the ambassadors, who had been killed, fell 
upon Tatius and slew him, and Romulus was 
left to rule alone. This he seems to have <lonc 
very wisely at first; by the justice of his ad- 
miiiistration winning not only the love and 
respect of his own people, but the respect of 
the neighboring countries as well. He under- 
took some wars, in which he was successful, 
and, beings a just prince, pardoned those whom 
he took captive and took care that the con- 
quered cities should suffer no molestation ; for 
it was his first and foremost desire to extend 
the boundaries of his own empire, and to make 
all prisoners good Roman citizens. 

A terrible plague visiting the country in 
the sixteenth year of his reign, the Camcr- 
tines from Canierium thought it a fitting time 
to attack Romulus. He marched against 
them, howbver, with his usual success, and 
the victory won, he brought, half . the .people 
of the country to Rome and sent double the 
number of Romans to Camerium, so secur- 
ing the kingdom for himself. During the 
final battle in the great war with Veientes, 
Romulus displayed so much courage and skil- 
ful activity, that it. is said the victory de- 
pended en tirely ^ upon , . his personal prowess, 
some records v,claihimg that of the ■' four.teiih 
thousand , slainV .sevieh thousand were killed 
by ' Roniithiis". :': The ' V eientes were compelled 
to surrender pari of their country and to pay 
tribute and give hostages to Romulus. 

This battle was the last the Roman king 
fought; and we arc told that ^( a surfeit of 
riches, success and admit ation, changed en- 
tirely the character of him who had' heretofore 
been a level-headed and consciehtiou? prihcc. 
Romulus ^became, arrogatit, haughty and un- 
approachable. "He dress'od in scarlet," wrote 
.: ■ ... J. , -. ; . . . . . ■ - 



Plutarch, "with the purple bordered robe over 
it; he gave audience on a couch of state, hav- 
ing always about him some men called C'iercs, 
from their swiftness in doing commissions ; 
there were befpre him others with staves to 
make room, with leather thongs tied on their 
bodies to bind on the moment whomever he 
commanded." He ruled absolutely, calling 
upon the Senate only to listen to his com- 
mands and allowing them no voice in affairs 
whatever. He gave lands and possessions to 
his favorites as his fancy willed, and restored 
their hostages to the Veiontes, which last act 
especially seemed to anger the people greatly, 
Then very suddenly Romulus disappeared. 
Probably he was secretly done away with, 
having become such an unbearable tyrant that 
the perpetrator of any such deed ndght almost 
be considered as his country's deliverer. How- 
ever, ancient writers claim that his disappear- 
ance was ndraculous, and tell us that, as he 
was speaking to a crowd of pcoide on the out- 
skirts of the city, the sun suddenly became 
darkened and the earth was wrapt in the 
shadows of night; thunder filled the air, and 
the wind, suddenly arising, shrieked and 
moaned. The people fled in terror, all except 
the senators, who remained surrounding the 
king. When once more the sun shone forth, 
and the multitude returning sought for Ro- 
mulus, there was no trace of him, and the 
senators could give no clue as to his wliere- 
abouts. They only tried to calm the excited 
populace by telling them that .Romulus's dis- 
appearance meant probably that the gods had 
taken him above. One Julius Proculus, how- 
ever, a one-time near and dear friend of the 
king, related the following incident, which he 
swore was true and which the majority of the 
people gladly believed. He had been travel- 
ing along the road, he said, when he saw 
Romulus coming towards him, looking taller 
and more majestic than he had ever seen him ; 
he was clad in shining armor and his face and 
form appeared of such radiant beauty that the 
eyes were dazzled in beholding him. Pro- 
culus, trembling very much, had nevertheless 
ventured to ask Romulus why and whither he 
had gone, whereupon the king replied: 

"It pleased the gods, Proculus, that we 
who came from them should remain so long 
a time among men as we did, aftd having built 
a city to be the greatest in the world for em- 
pire and glory, should again return to heaven. 
But, farewell I and tell the Romans that, by 
the exercise of temperance and fortitude, they 
shall attain the height of human power; we 
will be to you the propitious god Quirinus." 

Romulus' surname was Quirinus, and the 
day of his vanishing was commemorated for 
hundreds of years, and called "The flight of 
the people." He had hved to be fifty-four 
years of age, and had ruled thirty-eight years 
when he disappeared. 



SOME LITERARY NOTES 

(From the Macmillan Co. of Canada.) 

The Life of Laurence Sterne. — Among all 
the great figures of eighteenth century liter- 
ature there are few more interesting than 
that of Laurence Sterne, yet hitherto no ade- 
quate life of the famous humorist has been 
available. This gap in literary biography. 
Professor Wilbur L. Cross has filled with 
"The Life and Times of Laurence Sterne," 
published by the Macmillan Company this 
week (May 19). Having had access to many 
letters and documents whose existence was 
unknown to previous historians. Professor 
Cross has been able to uncover many autobi- 
ographical details in "Tristam Shandy" and 
"A Sentimental Journay"; and the light that 
is thus thrown on Sterne's great works will 
be welcomed by all interested in eighteenth 
century literature. 

It is probable, however, that "The .Life 
and Times of Laurence Sterne" will be valued 
fully as much for the picture of society that 
it represents as for its purely literary uses. 
Up to the very end, Sterne was a devoted 
lover of life, and thanks lo the revolution in 
fortune which turned the obscure Yorkshire 
parson into a social celebrity, as we follow 
Sterne's career through Professor Cross's 
pages we. are able to see the whole of eigh- 
teenth century England unfold before us. The 
quarrelsome and rather unpopular parson, the 
friend of Hall-Stevenson and an associate of 
his "demoniacs," the pet of the great worlds 
of London and Paris, the hero of various sen- 
timental adventures, the fugitive from ill- 
health rushing here., and there on the Contin- 
ent — all these varied aspects of the wit him- 
self show us as many sides of an age whose 
fascination it is impossilde to deny. 

From his exhaustive study of the man's 
life. Professor Cross emerges \vith a higher 
opinion of his hero's personal character than 
is usually accorded to Laurence Sterne, and 
one may well expect that the publication of 
this work will do much for his future reputa- 
tion. An important feature of the book is_ the 
reproduction, in some cases for the first: time, 
of.eyery known portrait of Sterne.

The safest place I know of for an all-prizc- 
and-no-black iishing rosort within easy rench 
of town for any time of the year wiicn cither 
trotit, or sahnon, or both, are in s(jasoii, is 
Cowichan Bay. 1 have lished tliere every month 
of the year from Kebrnai'y to Octol)er inchi- 
sive,- itnd' have never yet had a blank clay and 
very seldom a poor one. The two specialties 
of this- place are large sea-trout and spring sal- 
moft. •• -From the latter end of May until the run 
of tho cohoes in the curly fail there are plcntv 
of sea-trout to be caught in the bay if you l;o 
the right way about it. At times fly-lishint; 
is good in tin; lower (tidal) reaches of the river 
which here enters tiie sea, espeeiall\- at hi.^-h 
tide, but it is never such a sure ihinq- a? the 
capture of the trout in the salt chuck with a 
little spoon. 

In February and March there is very good 
fishing for spring salmon arid grilse here, the 
salmon caught at this tune of "N'car seeming to

in the deiHhs. 

Any description of the fisiiing in this beau- 
tifql "bay naturally fails under two heads — sal- 
mon fishing- and trout fishing.

equip])ed with a silencer. Mr. Hiram Percy 
iMa.xim, inventor of the silencer, protested 
against its passage upon the ground that his 
appliance cannot be used effectively upon re- 
volvers, or any gun with a barrel less than 
twenty inches in length, and will therefore offer 
no advantage to assassins. It is hard to see 
the force of his argument. Assassins do not 
by any means confine themselves to revolvers, 
and the silencer will open to them new oppor- 
tunities to lie in ambush and pick off their vic- 
tims with little danger of detection. 

Mr. Maxim, in addressing a sportsman's 
club upon a recent ocasion, endeavored to prove 
to his auditors the many advantages which he 
claims the siloncei offer* to hunters, and to 
refute the objection that its use in the chase is 
unsportsmanlike. One ventures to say that no 
real sportsman who heard him — he who con- 
forms to the ethics of the hunt — was seriously 
impressed. Mr. Maxim made the claim in this 
address that the crash of the bullet passing 
throu.gh the air, the noise of which is in no wise 
diminished by the silencer, is what really startles 
the game, and gives it ample warning of danger. 
But he evaded reference to the fact that the 
sound of the bullet alone, unaccomi)anietl by the 
local rejiort of the rifle from w-hich it is dis- 
charged, gives no warning of the direction 
whence it comes, and that a whole herd of deer 
might be slaughtered by an unscrupulous hunt- 
er before the animals could discover their 
enemy and escape. 

The silencer reduces the recoil o| high power 
rifles to a negligible pointy and in consequence

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USS OF PONGEE 

Ponge is popular for all sorts of costumes, 
from the simplest princess walking dress to the 
visiting frock made elaborate by a wealth of cm- 
broidery. There arc many weaves and quali- 
ties of pongee, but in buying a frock for hard 
wear, it will pay to buy a really good quality, 
firm, a trifle h.eavy, and preferably smooth oi 
surface. Some of the rough pongees are vei-y 
good looking, but they do show dirt shocking- 
ly; and while there are some lovel}- I'Lislrous 
pongees in very light weight, these are suited 
only to tho more elaborate frocks. The cheaper 
grades of the thin pongee are not particularly 
practical for frocks of any type. 

Among the rough surface pongees this sea- 
son tliere are some new things on corded order 
and these are being much used. As we have 
iiUimate'tl, they catch the dirt juore readily 
than a sniocjth, firm tussor, but on the other 
hand they do not siiow soil so badly as the more 
familiar ty])e of rough pongee whose roughrfess 
appears only at intervals in the weave. 

All the lovely colors are introduced into the 
pongees, but the natural tone is still first favorite 
and has the advantage of looking cooler than 
almost any other shade. It cleanses well, too, 
;md though it soils easily it seems to liav.o a wav ' 
of soiling ;dl over alike so that it is not soon 
unsightly. .\ p?-incess trax'elling fi-ock and coat 
or coat and skirt of .sueii material will be a 
boon to an_\- wtnnan during the suiniiier, and 
the tailors say that many of their customers are 
ordering a ])riiicess, a coat and a separate skirt 
of one pongee, the coat doing duty for both skirt 
and princess, and the latter being replaced by 
skirt and •sheer blouse for very hot days or in- 
formal wear. White ])ongee, the oyster white 
in particular, is being used in Paris, A plain 
skirt of pongee mounted upon a blouse of net 
matching the silk in color and braided all over 
in self-color soutache braid, and a coat of the 
pongee embroidered in soutache tnnke an attrac- 
tive costume. Beautiful trinnnings are to be 
had in the natural pongee tones, embroidered 
nets, laces, handsomely embroidered silk bands 
and motifs, etc., so that where hand braiding or 
hand embroidery is too difficult of achievement 
excellent effects may be obtained without hand- 
work. 

The guimpe of the natural tone pongee 
u.sually carries the color of the silk up to tho 
throat, but if the dead tone is too unbecoming 
there are pretty fine laces which have white 
foundation run with threads of pongee color, 
and there are nets too which combine these 
shades with white. An all white guimpe is never 
entirely successful with the natural tone pongee, 
and in that fact lies a problem, for- there is 
nothing so becoming next a warm flushed face 
as cream or white. The French dressmakers, 
however, are using much ecru net for guimpes 
and undersleeves even wliere the cream would 
be admissible, and they say that this tone 
softens the complexion and is more flattering 
to it than white. 

Black ])oiigee coats are in demand for gen- 
eral use, replacing tlie once loved and practical 
taffeta coats, and many smart models in the 
black pongee are offered by the high class 
houses, while of natural cblor pongee coats 
there is no end. These last ran.ge from the 
cheapest and sleaziest of .garments resembling 
the much abused linen duster, to the smartest 
and most serviceable of dust coals fashionerl 
from firm, soft pongee of good qualiiv, well 
tailored, and the elaborately embroidered or 
braided garments for dressy wear. vSpot proof 
Ijongees on the motor order make excellent 
summer dust coats for traveling or motoring.

built and successful. The success was secured 
by an altiiosf diabolical ingeiuuts- in weight- 
sa\in,g, .Vnd this ingenuity was carried so far 
that ordinary tables were made of asbestos with 
hollow stix'l fr.atiies, because fractious of weight 
\\ere sa\-ed thereby. I'y so thinking and work- 
ing things oiu the clover Ualiati saved from one 
to two thousand tons of weight. The naval 
architect is little heard of — he has never been 
glorified on the music-hall stage. It is very 
Jimcli the fashion iiow.idays to sjietik of battle- 
ships as the creatioi! of "l..al)or." Hut the real 
"god in the car" is the na\al architect, of whom 
the general public hardly knows anyllnng at all. 
In week's and mouths of intricate calculation 
he thiid<s otit the comjileii- article; .and on him 
depends whether, w hen buill and all, the "llruail- 
noughl" will be a success or something that 
"turns turtle." .Such a fafe has befallen more 
than one "L^readnought"" of other eras. In the 
days of Henry \'H the "Mary Rose" so came to 
grief. So did a famous e;u-l\- turret-ship of ours, 
till' "C;ii)tain." lhouL;h m this case, interference 
with the na\al ai'cliiiecl was the cause, ."^omc- 
tiines the archncct's i^rroi's h;i\e been atiiusing 
lather than tra.gic. .as, for c.x.aniple, in the ca-e 
of an ingeuious Kussiau, I'opotT liy name, who 
d.esignecl a couple of circu.lar battleships, Thev 
ilid their (rial trip up a river. .\I1 went well till 
they tried to turn to come down again. The 
current caught them, and they could not stop 
tin-ning. Spinning round and round like tops, 
tluir eiuire crews id)soIulely prostrated with 
se.asick'ness and giddiness, the two circular iron- 
( lads were cat t ied right out to sea, and they 
If \ i r \ ()ya,i;ed .igain. There had been a "slight 
erriu' in design," 

llowiwer, of the thousands who look- at a 
" 1 )readuo\ight ." not i>ne in ten thousand ever 
■,^i\es a thought to the naval architect, without 
whom the ship could ne\-er be. 

Till' pi, ins biang prepared and passed, the 
ship i)robably (igures in the .\a\al Ir.stiinates of 
the next year as "to be built." This is certainly 
a }('ar after her original conception, i)ossihly 
two \-ears, possibly even more. There is an 
amazing auujuni of "thinking ahead" in naval 
construction. 

.Some time after the announcement that the 
ship will be built, cither some dock\'ard receives 
the order to build her, or the big pri\-ate \ar(ls 
.are gi\en the pl;ins and re(|uesle(l to send in 
lenders fi u- coiisi nici i( iii . W e will as.sume thai 
our p;iri icul.-ir " 1 )reailiioiiglil " is to l)c built in 
;i dock'N'ard. The ]il,ans arri\-c and are taken 
charge of by the chief ci uislruclor of the dc)ck- 
\ard. on whom the entire responsibility of build- 
ing now rests.

N'ow conu's the "la\'ing off" of the ship. 
Life-size ch.alk drawings arc made from the 
plans on the floor of a big buildin.g specially 
used for this purpose. These ha\'ing been carc- 
fully»iiispected,' checked and tested, patterns arc 
made from which later on all. the neces.sary cast- 
ing.s^cnn be done. 

Here, again, is a feature of battleships of 
which no one ever thinks. Every rib, every 
j\l;ite. every everything has' to be its exact 
proper shape. The best way in which 1 can 
,L;ivc a popular ctjiieepliou of this is to aslc the 
reader to imagine a l lolel Cecil, in which c\cry 
single brick- was different to every olhei' brick, 
in which e\ery brick had to be exact and lo fit 
into its proper place It is rather a staggering 
idea ; but it under rather than over estimates 
•the amount of brainwork that has to come 
into play bel'ore "Labor"' touches the job at all. 

I'lvcn after all tins vast oxnenditnn^ of lime 
.and thought this ship is not ready for building. 
She has still no actual existence. She is still, 
as It were, a thought awaiting translation into 
fad. 

The next step is "onloring material." The 
loiiding engineering tiriiis are I'cquested to ten- 
der for the machinery and boilers, the require- 
ments being that the engines develop a minimum 
of whatever the recpiired designiKl horse-power 
may be. This recjuisitc liorse-[)ower has. of 
course, te> be arrived al ; and the amount oi 
power iieeessar\' to drive a ship at a certain 
speed, say twenty-one knots, it not iirri\'ed at by 
gues>\\(jrk or rule of thumb. 

In ])rocuriiig the necessary tlata. what is 
known as the "experimental tank" plays an im- 
portant pari. At liaslar, all unknown to the 
British public, are a learned professor and staff. 
They spend their time in making little models of 
ships in parafi'in wax, and dragging these 
through a pond. They tabulate everxthing. 
They ascertain how a certain sha])e \vill pull, 
.and whether h\- some trifling alteration of shapi' 
the same speed can be obtained with less pull — 
that is to say. with less p()wor. 

.■Vnd therefrom they calculate out the horse- 
power necessary to projjel our "Dreadnought" 
at a certain speed, and many other wonderful 
things, too technical for mention here. 

Armour-plates also are ordered, likewise 
guns and gitn-mountings. torpedo-tubes, and 
dozens of minor fittings. 

So far 1 have said no word of the actu.al 
building. The truth is ih.Mi the actual buildin.g 
of a " Dreadnoughl" i.s merely a "putting to- 
gether." I '<.)lilicians iiiieresled in cutting down 
the .\'a\-y use as an argument that we can build 
battleships quicker than any other nation. 

For politicians that does all right : but the 
detail that the politician apparently knows noth- 
ing whatever about all the preliminaries mat- 
ters nothin.i: I'.ut the cruel and Unadulterated 
truth is that no nation can really build a "Dreafl- 
iiouglit" rpiicker than aiu' other ration — it can 
mcri'lv pretend to do so. The real work is pre- 
limiuarx- work- : and all the "fast building" that 
we hear about is pure humbug. 

Till' recijie for "fast building" is sinii)ly to 
wait till a vast amount of material is collected 



and then rush the putting together. But rush- 
ing the putting together is limited by the fact 
tliat only a certain number of men can be em- 
liloye<l on any one job. One lot may tlig out 
all they Icnow. another lot be as slack as pos- 
sible, but the difference will be trifling. 

All the w'orUl over, a certain casting must 
need- exactly the same number of minutes to 
cool down, and nowhere can a single second Ije 
gained in such tasks except at the expense of 
efficiency. "Fast siiipbuilding" is like a w'alch 
that runs so fast that it makes the sun duo to 
set iibout Uijon. The sun is due to set ;iccord- 
ingly. but it docs not .get behind the hill a 
momeiil sooner whatever the w-atch says. 

liuilding rates \'ar}-. of course. The original 
" 1 )roadnoughr" was put together inside a 
tuclvc-mo:ilh ; while the Turks have a battle- 
ship that they began twenty-three years ago 
and which has not yet reached the launching 
stage! In the first record everything was 
ready to time; in the second little or nothing 
was e\-er forthcoming, 

1 1 is customary in our (lock\'ards to collect 
many hundr(>rl tons of material before the ship 
is "iifficially" cc)nmienceil. A shiii ni;iy be buill 
in ;i dock- Ol' on a "sli|-)." [.')ocks sufficiently 
big for modern warshi])-; being scarce nowadays, 
slips are iii\-ariably employed. 

The first part of a ship to be "lai<l down" 
is the kecl-plate, which is the backbone of 
the ship. The keel is made up of jjlates about 
twelve feet in length — these arc riveted to- 
.gotlier b\- huge pneumatic riveters. Tin to]) of 
the k-cel-piate is placed a \-ertical k-eel. into 
which the ribs are siihserpieiilly fitted. The 
general idea is not so \-ory unlike a human 
skeleton. The photographs show this very 
clearly. 

The period of greatest visible growth of a 
ship is just after the laying of the keel-plate. 
The original Dreadnought was the most re- 
niark;d)le example of this. She sprang u]) in 
a most \\onderful way. In quite a few da\s 
what had been an empty void became full of- 
a xast ship-skeleton. 

.\e.xl. the various bulkheads are l.niilt in. 
The bow ami stern pieces, enormous easiings. 
;ire got iiUo pi-isitioii. 'i'he inner and outer 
skins grow- rapidly, and presently the protec- 
ti\'e deck appears. 

At this .stage the ship somewhat resembles 
a huge cigar. The protective deck is flat on 
toj), with the ends slojiing do'wn. The top of 
the deck, when the shi]) is afloat, will i)e just 
abo\e the water-line Ie\'el, the bottoms of the 
slopes some feet under water. 

Hv now- a !)erfcct forest rif scaffolding will 
!ia\-c arisen round the ship. .She has reached 
a chrysalis stage, and her continued growth is 
eritirely hidden by the scaffolding". Every- 
thing put into her is carefully weighed before- 
hand, so that the total weight of the ship is 
known at any moment. . • 

There is no exact stage of construction of 
which launching is a feature. A ship may 
be liuinched as ipiickly as practicable, or she 
max he adx anced a \'or\- \ong way before being 
set afloat. The usual rule with us is, how- 
e\er. an early launch with a Dreadnou.ght 
weighing about a third or so of her total dis- 
placement when completed. The ship is, of 



course, a mere shell, but with ;i coat of grey 
paint she loolcs fairly c<.implele so f.-ir as the 
hull is concerned. .\11 the scaffolding is 
cleared awa\-. .Stands are erected for ])ri\ - 
ilegcd spectators, with a special stand around 
the bow for the launching ceremony. 

Then, the day before the lauhch, the shipd.s 
"set u])." The operation is too technical to 
liescribe at leiigili, but. in brief, it comes to 
this: The entire ship is lifted ii]) by human 
labor. Jlundreds of men armed with ham- 
mers drix'o in wedges simtiltanec ni si \-, wGrkiii,g 
to the sound of ,-1 hell. This oiieTation some- 
limes exleiids far into ihc night, and is then 
extremely impressive. 

The ways down which the ship will slide 
are then plentifully greased with tallow. So 
ilie ship stands ready for laniiciiing, held in 
position only by the "dog-shores" under the 
launcliing-cradle. 

.\ launch has heen descriljcil so often, and 
laie launch is so much like any other 1,'uincli, 
thai it is unnecessary to say much about il 
here. A ship is regarded as "born" on the 
day of her launch, bccau.sc then, for the first 
time, she takes lo the water. JUit actually 
I he incidenl is more on a par w ith a duck- 
ling's tirsi leap into a pi.md. 

( )nce salelv launched, the new ship is as 
ipiickly as possible lak-eii out of the water 
again, for .she is put into dry il-u k. Ih.'re. un- 
less they have been seen lo before launching, 
her propellers will be fitted, ais,, the rudder, 
and her armor-plates will be ])ut iiiu* position. 

If all has been well planned, everything will 
be waiting in the dockyard alongside; and the 
rate at which a slii]j gets compleled depends 
almost eiilirelx- upon organization in this 
direction. British organization of this sort is 
now e.xlreniely good. 

.Armor-plates weigh anything from ten lo 
twenty Kjus each. There is, of course. ;m ex- 
act niche into wliich each has lo fii. .\ud just; 
here conies in the difference between good and 
bad vvar.ship building. I have seen foreign 
ships with huge gaps between the plates, these 
gaps being filled with bits of wood, putty, ce- 
ment, and what not! Making armor-plates to 
lit exactl\- is \-ery much of a liigh art. 

.S(j soon ;is the arnior-belt is in position, the 
ship is taken out of dry dock- and into a fitting 
basin, where she floats alcju.gside a jetty. More, 
under the enonnous shears, her l)oilcrs are 
hoisted on board, and at a later date her tur- 
rets and guns. The funnels also are got up, 
and finally the masts. 

Fly this time the ship will begin to present 
a complete appearance, and cease to grow vis- 
ildy. \\'ork will mainly be conccmrated on iii- 
lernal fittings, ran.ging from hundreds of aux- 
iliary en,gines to officers' cabins. Ilcforc the 
ship is (piitc .complete she will go lo sea feir 
her trials. The machinery is tested at all 
powers, guns and torpedoes are fired, the 
stopping and turning powers noted, and so 
on and so forth. This ordeal being^'satisfac- 
lorily emerged from, the ship returns to the 
ili.ickyard lo "com]-)lele for sea."

English i)iii)crs to luiiul give oxlciulcd re- 
ports of the (lehatc in the House of Connnous 
on John Redmond's bill to amend the Corona- 
tion oath. The following is taken from the 
Chronicle : 

Mr. William^ Redmond, in moving the second 
reading, said the first portion of the bill pro- 
posed the repeal of all those remnants of the 
penal times which placed disabilities and re- 
strictions upon Iho various Catholic religious 
orders of tliis country. Another pan of the 
bill proposed to tln-o\v open llic offices of Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland and Lord ChancelliH- of 
England to gentk'Jiicu of the Catholic faith. 

The second part of the bill dealt with the 
offensive declaration which the Sovereign was 
bound by law to make in succeeding to the 
throne, in the first place the sovereign was 
called upon to take the coronation outh, which 
explicitly bound him to maintain the Protestant 
Reformed religion established by law, and he 
was required on accession to the throne, either 
at the coronation itself or on the occasion of 
first opening Tarlianient to make a dechiration 
which the Catholics considered to he a most 
unwarraniahle and offensive den inicialion of (he 
Catholic religion, anil which snecially described 
those who held that faith as "superstitious and 
idolatrous." They offered no objection to the 
coronation oath, but they did object most 
strongly to a declaration which was so offensive 
to Catholics, and which seemed lo have no 
object e.xcejjt wantonly to insult the nnllions 
in this empire who held the Catholic belief. 
Flagrant Violence 

In order to meet the objection that that 
dedaration was essential for the l^-otestant 
succession to the throne, the hill sought lo sub- 
stitute for the offensive words the very words 
of the coronation oath; and beyond ih.at he 
maintained thai the Protestant succession was 
amjilv guaranteed by the Act of Settlement, and 
by the Bill of Rights. He objected not merely 
to the fla.crant violence of thf^ words used 
against the Catholic faith, but to the fact that 
of all the religions in this empire the Catholic 
religion was singled out for special deiuniciation 
and repudiation. ( N'ationali.^l cheers.) lie con- 
fidently appealed to the House to slmw to all 
men an example of broacLniindcd and gener- 
ous toleration by relieving Catholics from this 
intolerable insult. 

Premier's Statement 

Mn Asrpiith congratulated the mover and 
seconder on their moderation, and said that, 
iVir. Redmond had framed h^s bill on «uch :i' 
.scr.le that he woi-ld not be surprised to find 
that in regard to some of the points in it there 
■were differences of opinion among those who 
■were fully convinced of the justice and ardent- 
Iv desirous of an extended application of the 
l)riuciples of religi(jus libertv. JUit he im- 
agined the h(in. member's object that day to 
be not so much to get this measure on the 
.statute book as to elicit an expression of opin- 
ion from the House of Commons on points of 
great importance which had not of late years 
been thoroughly, if at all. debated. He wished 
, it lo be understood that in what he was about 
to say he was sjieaking entirely for hiinself. 
Authorities Varied 

A\'ith regard to the clause which sought to 
throw ojjen the offices of the l.nrd Chancellor 
ot ("ireat Britain and f/ord Lieutenant nf Ire- 
land to Roman C.athohe subjects, he believed 
the h'n\- on that sid)ject was ex'cn now not al- 
together clear. There were high authorities 
who iliiinght that these 'iffice-- wei'e really on 
the same footing a.s all others, and were ten- 
able by Roman Catholics, but at any rate there 
was sufficient doubt on the point to make it 
liighlv desirable that an\- a!id>ignily in the 
law should i;e cleared away by a disiiiicl f'ar- 
bameiUar}' declar.atii ni. i 1 1 ear, hear. ) it wa.s 
ahsolulelv im|)os>ilile, on any grtuind, either 
I'f logic (ir of policy, in justify (he exclusion i)f 
Kdi.ian Cathiilics from lliese tw'i ollices. 
( .Vationalist clieer.s.) They had thrown o|)en 
every other office under the Crown, civil or 
military, to the persons of that religion. The 
I 'rime Minister might be a Roman Catholic, 
but liie Lord Chancellor himself might be a 
man of any religion or no religion, provided 
he was nui a Rnman Catholic, (baughter.) 
Security of Protestant Succession 

The other pninl — what he lieiiexerl niost 
, (if the hon. gentlemen l)elM\s- the ,!,'aii,i; \\ ;i v o]i- 
l)osi)e and most Roman Cathidic subjects re- 
garded as far the most important — the ,griev- 
ancc which pressed on their minds and con- 
.scienccs most — was the form of the Parlia- 
mentary declaration which the Sovereign wa.s 
recpured to take when he acceded to the 
Throne, lie thi>u,ght there was a great deal 
of misapprehensii )n in some (|iiarters as to 
the effect of that declaration ;is ,1 securil\- for 
ll;e I'rotesiaiit succession. ( Xali(ina!i.->i; 
cheers,) It was one of the flimsiest and most 
unnecessary safeguards for the Pi-otestant suc- 
cession which coukl possibly be imagined. 
(Renewed cheers.) The Protestant succession 
■was secured, not by this declaration but by 
the express provisions of the Bill of Rights 
and the Act of Settlement. 

The Declaration dated from j)erhaps the 
worst period in our history— from the reign 
of Charles 11. It was exacteil not from the 
vSovereign, but from all persons, before they 
could exercise any office in the service of the 
State or of the municipalities. It survived — 
he did not know how — the Revolution, and it 
now only existed for the ptirpose of this soli- 
tary act performed by the Sovereign imiiiedi- 
ately after his accession to* the Crown. 

When they came to the language ,of the 



Declaration — and here a.gain he was speaking 
for himself and as a convinced Protestant^ — 
he did not think any of the epithets used about 
it by the lion, member for Clare were in the 
slightest degree in excess of the truth. (Na- 
tionalist cheers.) I.,et them take the case of 
our own gracious So\-creign. lie succeeded 
to tile throne of this Empire and to the al- 
legiance of some nine or ten millions of Ro- 
man Catholics. 

Mr. W'. Redmond — Twch'e iriillioiis. 

Mr. Ascpiith — Be it twelve; and yet he is 
required to begin his reign by declaring that 
certain doctrines, which are singled out for 
especially contumacious treatment, and which 
are cherished by all Roman Catholics, arc 
blasidiemous and idolatrous. (Nationalist 
cheers.) 

Branding Loyal Subjects 
This survival of an obsolete state of things 
was retained only for the purpose of l)randiii,g 
b}- the iiiouth of the Sovereign some of the 
nio,m sacred beliefs of some of the most loyal 
of his subjects. Mow was it piissihle to justi- 
fy that ? (.Xationalist chers. ) He thought the 
time had come to put an end to this declar- 
ation. 

Tile question then arose as to what was 

the best way to do it, Sj^caking' for himself 
alone, he would prefer If) see the (leclaratioti 
abolished altogether, because lie was satis- 
fied that it was not needed in an*' way to 
safeguard the Protestant .snccessii ii. and he- 
cause experience had shown the eno^moiis dif- 
ficulty of prtjviding any alternalixe declara- 
tion wdiich woufd be satisfactory to all the re- 
ligious interests and susceptibilities involved. 
A committee of the House of Lords on this 
subject recommended an alternative form of 
declaration, but when that was scrutinized 
sul)se(pientl\- it was fovmd to be, on the one 
hand. nnsalisfact(.)ry to Roman Catholics- — he 
v\'as not surprised al that — and on the other 
band it \\as misaii.^ factory to what he might 
call the more extreme J'rotesiants — and he 
was not surprised at that, either. 

Avoid Two Dangers 

If the declaration was to b'e retained it 
could only be retained in such a form as would 
avoid those two dangers and difficulties. If 
tlie matter could not be settled in any other 
way he should be disposed to suggest that 
they might have a committee on wdiich all in- 
terests should be properly ami fairly repre- 
sented, and wdiich, taking as its basis the re- 
tention of the declaration in some form or 
Other, should seek to find a form of words to 
Avhich no .reasonable objection could be taken 
in any quarter. (Cheers.) He could not com- 
mit himself to the precise proposal of the 
hon. member, but so far as {he general princ; 
ide was concerned, he was as anxious as was 
the hon. member himself to see this matter, 
w hich had been far too long delayed, settled. 
( .Nationalist cheers. ) 

Mption to Reject 

Mr. Mc.Vrthur (Kirkdale). in moeing to it- 
ject the bill, declared the aini> and pretentions 
of the Roman Church to be diffeiTiit from any 
other. It was a great ])olitieal a> well as re- 
ligious orgaui2ation. He did not think Catho- 
lics should be too thin-skinned over the cor- 
onation oath, considering the terms they u.^e 
in official documents to dcsig'nate Protestants. 
The lull, if passed, wcjiild strike a fatal blow 
at the Protestant constitution. (Cheers.) 

Mr, A. C. F. Boulton seconded -this motion. 



The object of tjie>biU -was. really to-.alter.the 
constitution and pave the way for Roman 
CathoIic"j.3UCC.(!ssion to the throne. 

• Others took part in the" debate when^Mr., 
Redmond moved the closure, \yhich carried,

BIRDS AND^A FOGHORN 

-Much speculation Was indulged in as to the 
effect of the recently Established foghorn on 
the myriads of sea birds which annually nest 
on the Bass Rock. It jwas -predicted that the 
thundering notes of the siren would drive them 
to nest elsewhere, but this jircdiction has not 
been verified, as not the slightest diminution 
is apparent in their numbers. Indeed, with 
one species at least — the kittiwake gulls — a 
marked increase is noticeable, though it would 
scarcely be correct to suppose that this is due 
to the notes of the siren, which can by no 
means be termed seductive. When it was 
first put in action a slight shyness was ap- 
liarent in the different species as they passed 
and re-passed in the immediate neighborhood 
of the horn. During the two-minute silent in- 
terval which succeeded the first blast greater 
confidence ajipeared to be gained by the birds, 
ami it \s'as most amusing to see the sol.-ms 
fairly caught in the line of the blast, only a 
few yards from, the horn mouth. Considering 
that each note owes its intensity to the sudden 
escape of comjiressed air al a pressure of 30 lb. 
to the square inch, and can be heard distinctly 
at the ilell Rock, serine 22 mile? north, one can 
easily understand the startled birds' abrupt 
change <d direction. Puffins nest on the op])o- 
site side of the rock, othei'wise ijiie iiiight, as 
at .\ilsa Craig, see them perching coniplacent- 
!v on the top of the sounding horn. — J. M. C. 
in The Scotsman. 



A CURE FOR LEPROSY 

The Press .Association representative at 
C.eorgetown, British Guiana, writes: — Profes- 
sor Deveke, the eminent authority on leprosy, 
who came out to this coionv some months ago 
with the consent of the Colonial Office to 
make some experiments with the cure he be- 
lieved lie had found for lejjrosy, has now con- 
cluded his work, fntcrviewcd by a rejiresen- 
tative of the press, he .Staled that he had abso- 
luteiy proved that the Natin remedy has a 
s[)ecific action 011 leprfius issue, and is convinc- 
ed that if compulsory isolation is combined 
with the treatment the number of lepers will, 
in the course of time, be reduced. He expects 
to leave the colony in the course of the next 
few daj's for Surinam, in Dutch Guiana. Af- 
ter investigating leper conditions there he \vill 
proceed lo Xew York, 'and from thence to Itiig- 
land. and afterward.s'|to llanihurg. In the 
meantime, arraiigenieiits have been made for 
the continuation of his treatment at the lejier 
asylum, British Guiana, an insititution, it may 
be recalled, that was especially represented to 
the Colonial Office as being one of the most 
suitable in the world fbr the purpose.

Great thoughts, when expressed in noble 
language, often come across the thoughtful 
mind like a melody, of which one has long ago 
inwardly realized the charm, yet never had 
confidence to give the harmony to others. 



Is our national character deteriorating? 
However unpleasant the thought may be, I 
do not see how the question can be answered 
in the negative wdieu the naval scare of the 
jiast week is regarded by the light of hard 
facts. Our effective battleship fleet ccji iprises 
at the iM-escnt moment forty sliip.s completed 
in the twelve years ending 1906. The German 
fleet numbers twenty of the same age. (1 am 
taking the figures from IlazeU's Annual— a 
pubUcation of unimpeachable authority,) 

The tonnage of the forty British battle- 
ships is 589,385; that of the twenty German 
is 262,065. The two to one sui)eriorily in 
numbers therefore represents (piile inade- 
quately our real superiority in ships of this 
class. But on the top of this w'e have four 
ships of the Dreadnought class completed, the 
Germans not yet one, and we have Iwo Indom- 
itables, which, though classed as cruisers, arc 
more powerful than any German battleship 
yet in commission. Rou.glily, our battle fleet 
is three times the strength of the German, 
merely taking the nieasnremeiits on jjaper. < H 
armored cruisers \\e possess thirt)--fi ve, ton- 
nage 416,000, against eight German, tonnage 
78,624. Our destroyers outnumber the Ger- 
man by two to one, and, according to a state- 
ment by Mr. McKcnna on Monday, Germany 
has only twenty-three under twehe years of 
age at the present date, w hile we lia\e 155 be- 
low that age. The officers and men of our 
.\a\'y number some 1 28,000, those of the Ger- 
man 4(S,ooo. In the last ten years we have 
spent on our Navy .about 300 millions sterling, 
the Germans on theirs loS niiUions. During 
next year we are .gi'ing to speiul 35 millions. 
Germany less than 20 millions — probably less 
than 19. In the- face of these facts a great 
part of the poimlation of the comiir_\' is ap- 
l>arenlly shaking in its sIkjcs at the impending 
downfall of P)ritisli na\'al power. The news- 
papers are filled wdth clamorous demands for 
more shijis and more expenditure. The Go\ - 
ernment are denounced by excited politicians 
and leader-writers as betraying the country, 
in that they are not only lo add some three 
millions to next year's naval expenditure, and 
onl\- goi.ig to put eight new battleships <of the 
largest class in hand. The Leader of the Op- 
])ositiou officially endorses the shrieks ot the 
lianie-mongers by solemnly mo\dn,g a vote of 
censure on the ministry! A disinterested spec- 
tator might reasonably conclude that the 
whole nation had suddenly taken leave of its 
senses. 

To the alarmist and his victints no compar- 
is(jn of the present strength of the German and 
British fleets brings any comfort. The men- 
tal condition of these gentlemen is induced by 
contcmi)latioii of the future alone, and seeing 
in the futin"c nothing but Dreadnoughts, But 
what justification is there even here for their 
hysterics? It is very pertinently observed in 
the Army and Navy Gazette — a journal whicii 
can hardly be accused either of "Little Navy" 
]iroclivities or of undue tenderness for Liberal 
(io\'ernnicnts — that a few week's ago the ut- 
most demand of the alarmists was that si.x 
new Dreadnoughts should be laid down next 
} ear ; w hereas wdiat the Governmeiil actually 
jiroposc to do is to lay down four, and lake 
powers lo prepare under certain contingencies, 
for laying down four more on April i, igio. 
Their progrnmnie, therefore, actually contoiii- 
plales ,gettin,g ei.glit Dreadnoughts in liaiul with- 
in a year and ;i da\', instead of the six that were 
recently demanded within the year. "Had the 
Cabinet," says the Army and Navy Gazelle,

'I'he tralllc already de- 
veloped Is exoeiMilngly promising, and 
the (jnrly confidence of the patlves in 
the hitherto ujnknowh railway io gratl- 



fying. Shortl,\- before I left a durbar 
uas lield at Haileggi, al wliich the 
i'.'niir of Zaria with three other Fmirs 
with il following ot thousands of 
liorsomen, were present. The Emir of 
Bida performed an interesting little 
ceremony of driving In the last bolt 
of the c(miploted line at that time, 
and afterwards the lOmirs and their 
odicials Journeyed by train to Haro.

In .spite of all the lalk aboiil; the 
ae-'."eleraliiin of the (jcriiian ]M'c)(jrainine, it re- 
mains uiK'leiiiablc that by bas ing' down .six ships 
this year we eould easily maintain our advanta.t^'e 
over the Cieniiaiis in this particular class of ship, 
it is tolerably certain that we can maintain it 
by only laying down four. Consequently the 
whole of the panic-stricken agitation that is now 
in full blast, fanned by all the arts of the politi- 
cian, on the make and I he Jniirihalist on ibe 
boom, turns on the shadowy and uncertain dis- 
tinelitjii between aetually layiiig- the keels of 
two ships within t!u> year and complctinp^ all 
I)reliiiiinary arran,qeiiieiils for laxiiig the keels 
of four slii|)s on the lirsi (la_\- of the x'ear follow- 
\nii. For no more reason than this, the Navy 
is lo be made the battle-ground of electioneer- 
ing manoeuvres, and an anti-German af^itation 
is lo hi' set on foot which may lead to the inost 
disastrous coiise(|tienees, and which has already 
(^iven one Jiii.qo journal the opporlimily of se- 
eurincj a ])reei(nis adverlisement by demanding 
that we sli.all declart" war 011 tjermany within 
the iJreseiit year! 

Even at this we lia\-e hardly ,q'ot the full 
measure of the insane folly oi the a.s^ihition. That 
the relative naval strength <jf the two countries 
can be accurately measured in terms of Dread- 
noughts is the most unwarrantable assumption. 
On whose authority are we to believe that if in 
three years' tiin(> Germany should possess as 
many ijf these iiuirine monstiTs as ourselves, the 
wh(,le lit the ma^'^nificem fleet wliieh we had 
afloat prior to irjt^y will eount for nothing in 
war? What is there in iia\-al hislor}' to sup- 
port such an outrageous proposition? The 
"Economist," in its current issue, has some ob- 
servations on this point worth quoting: 

We have consulted admirals, wlio tell us 
that, as a matter of fact, the majority of expert 
naval opinion prefers the Kin,e;- Edward type 
to the Dreadnougbt typo, more especially for 
a war in certain sh.allow and foggy seas, where 
a war is ajiiiarenlly eoiiteiiiiilaleil by those in 
authority. I'liit the I'oard of Adniiralty which 
adopted the Drtiadnoi.ight still ]ircsides ovei' 
the destinies of its favorite child, and the con- 
sequence is that, while eminent strategists de- 
clare th'at three King Edwards (costing the 
same) would be more than match for two 
Dreadnoughts, both the Government and the 
(Jpposition, instead of comparing the men and 
the battleships tind the ci-uisers of England 
with the men and the battleships and the cruis- 
ers of Clennany, choose rather to compare Brit- 
ish Dreadnoughts with German Dreadnoughts. 

To my thinking, the last words go to the 
root of the whole matter. Never, from the 
first naval batttle recorded ift history to the 
last, has victory at sea been decided by the size 
or number of ships, or of the- guns they carry. 
The whole teaching of naval history, from the 
day of Themislocles to that of Admiral Togo, 
is that the decisive factor is the human, and the 
human only. Wlnit trust can be placed in the 
counting up on paper of tonnage and guns, 
every one in this country ou.glit to have learnt, 
once ,'111(1 for ever, from the calculations and 
predictions of our journalistic wiseacres when 
poor old Rojdestvensky was preparing to enter 
the Sea of Japan. 

I do not recommend that we should under- 
rate the personnel of the German navy. We 
have every reason to believe that it is organized 
and trained with all the methodical precision 
and all the scientific mastery of the rcciuiremcnts 
of war that are characteristic uf Prussian mili- 
lary preparations by land. Ihit this 1 do sav 
that, giviMi nil equal number of battleships and 
an equal weight of metal between any two 
fleets, the victory will rest with the best men ; 
and that in a comparison between the naval 
strength of this country and Germany, wc owe 
it to ourselves not to forget that the Germans 
have never fou.ght a battle at sea, and that vjc 
hold an unbeaten record on that element for 
some fi\'i liuiulred years. This wc do forget 
ill every arLjiimeiU and calculation that has been 
used to stimulate the [laiiic now previiilin.g. Not 
only is il assumed a matter of course that if 
the tieruians shonid some day put to sea with :i 
fleet of first class battlesln'iis within one or two 
in number of battleships the eoniitry will be in 
direst peril ; but that il will avail us nothing' that 
we have behind our ships of the first-class a fleet 
more than twice the size of the lierman in num- 
bers, and more limn double the (ierman strength 
in highly trained officers ami men. It is no 
exaggei'ation to say that the eoiiiiiarisons that 
are now current between the tw*.) powers, and 
the sii,ogi\sti()ns built 011 them, besides being 
iiitrinsieally fodlish, are insultiii,c; to the whole 
naval service, .aiKl uiiworthv of a nation with 
the greiitesi of all naval records behind it. If 
polilicians, or journalists, or fools, talked in 
France about the French army as they talk in 
England about the nnvy, they would go in 
danger of their lives. That Englishmen can gain 
profit and credit by thus advertising themselves 
is a clear sign of a change in the national 
character, and a chan.ge which is not for the 
l.ietler. It may have been a fault in our national 
character in time ])ast that we. were a little too 
unemotional, a little too careless of danger, a 
little loo proud of our own strength and re- 
sources, a little too contemptuous of foreign 
rivalry in any field where British superiority 
has been the rule. But Better such faults than 
the hysterical oxcitabih'H'. the irrational fears, 
tlie distrust of ourselves, the forgetfulncss of 
our history and traditions, that now possess 
the public mind, and make our national interests 
the jd'ey of evcrv iiolilieiiiii waiting for office 
and every newspaper looking for an advertise- 
lucnt.— "Truth." '.

The news of his illness an'd its cause 
spread among the people, arousing fierce in-

ized that he must take desperate action with 
his incorrigible son. The King, the Prime 
Minister, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
^ Army, and other important personages lec- 
' tured the Crown Prince, and told him he must 
resign his succession to the crown. He cursed 
them and contradicted them, but they over- 
awed him, and forced him to write the follow- 
ing remarkable letter: 

"Driven by unjustified insinuations, based 
on an unfortunate occurrence, I beg, in defence 
of my honor, as well as my conscience, to de- 
clare that I renounce all claims to the throne, 
as well as any other privileges to which I am 
entitled. I beg you to take the necessary steps 
that this action may receive sanction. I place 
my services as a soldier and a citizen at the 
disposal of the King and the fatherland." 
"Kicked Out of the Country" 
The King then proclaimed his second son, 
Alexander, Crown Prince in place of George. 
It was announced at the same time that the 
deposed Crown Prince would travel for a time 
in various parts of Europe, which was equival- 
ent to saying that he would be exiled until his 
offences should be partially forgotten. 

Thus the oldest son of the King was depriv- 
ed of bis rights to the Crown of Servia and 
ignominiously kicked out of the country. 

In order to get the proper view of thiit 
royal rake's progress, it is best to go back to 
the beginning. Wc find it recorded that when 
he was a small boy at school in Switzerland he 
distinguished himself by cutting off a cat'.s legs 
and committing other nets of cruelty to animals 
Then came the time when his father, who had 
spent his life in' exile, was called to fill the 
throne of Servia, made vacant by the horrible 
murder of King Alexander and Queen Draga. 
Prince George was then seventeen years old. 
A distinguished French otTicer, Major Levas- 
seur, was chosen as military tutor for him. 
In Love with an Actress 
During the Major's term Prince George fell 
desperately in love with Mademoiselle Deshan- 
ska, a beautiful young actress and a great favor- 
ite at the Royal theatre, Belgrade. Nightly 
he sat in a box, blew kisses to her, and threw her 
enormous bouquets. She reciprocated his af- 
fection and wafted his kisses back across the 
footlights to the great delight of the audience. 
As soon as the King learned what was going on, 
he caused the police to escort the actress across 
the frontier. 

She settled in \'icnna, and the Crown Prince 
hurriedly followed her without consulting his 
father. The I'^ing sent iiis cousin, Ynsha Nen- 
adovitch. after the truant with a force of police. 
They kidnapped the Prince and brought him 
back three days later. Mademoiselle Dechanska 
was found dead by the banks of the Danube un- 
der circumstances that indicated that she had 
been murdnred. 

Soon after this the Prince committed one of 
his most shocking crimes. There was a nun 
who excited his admiration in the convent of 
the Trinity, near Belgrade. With three com- 
panions, in the small hours of the morning, he 
drove to the convent and attemi)tod to iDuttcr 
in the door. With his sword he killed two 
porters who attempted to drive him away. He 
also ran a faithful watchdog through the body. 
At last the Mother Superior herself appeared, 
and said, "Prince, you shall not advance an- 
other ."^ep except over my dead body." 

Then, abashed by her stern and saintly pres- 
ence, he went away. 

Insulted the Archbishop 
The Prince was in the habit of going late to 
the solemn services in the Ciithctlral of Bel- 
grade, and entering in a noisy, disorderly, and 
irreverent manner. The .•\rchl)ishop of Bel- 
grade sternly told the Prince after service that 
he must come to chtirch in good time or not at 
nil. Furious with anger, the Prince told the 
venerable prelate to go to a different climate, 
and then struck him in the eye. 

The question of confining the Prince in a 
sanatorium on accou'it of his outrageous actions 
had been discussed in the newspapers, and it 
was said that Prime Minister I'asics favored this 
action. lienring this, the Prince broke into the 
Prime Minister's room with a riding-whip, and 
began to lash him, crying : 

You intend to confine me, your 
future master; I'll kill you! I'll thrash you to 
death, you. canaille I "

markable. A convict, while at work in New 
South Wales, one day came across a small nug- 
get of gold. When he was questioned, how- 
ever, he could not point out the spot where 
ho had found it, with the result that he was 
dragged before a magistrate, and charged with 
melting down a gold watch, for which alleged 
crime he was awarded one hundred and fifty 
lashes ! 

After this time small quantities of gold were 
found, but in every case the discoverer was re- 
garded with suspicion, being considered to be 
a robber, and so it was not until the discov- 
ery of gold in California that mining first began 
in the colony. Wlien the nish began, whole 
streets in Sydney were deserted and business 
came to a standstill owing to the fact that all 
the servants and assistants vanished througii 
the Blue mountains. 

Soon other gold discoveries were made in 
.Australia, with the result that the towns were 
drained of their males. In the case of Cali- 
fornia nren were willing to pay large sums of 
gold dust for the opportunity of glancing at a 
woman through the cracks of a shanty ; in Gee- 
long, however, the women crowded to the doors 
whenever a male passed through the town, as 
men were so rare as to become curiosities. That 
town in four months lost nearly three-quarters 
of its inhabitants. 

The Australian fields differed from all other 
gold fields owing to the size of the nuggets of 
pure gold which were found. An aborigine be- 
gan playing with a glittering substance which 
turned out to be a mass of gold weighing 
T02j< pounds, and having a value of over 

$2Q,000. 

Actually gold could be picked up from the 
surface, one party of fire men obtaining $25,000 



of gold in eight hours. Considerably larger 
nuggcls than these were found. I'or instimce, 
the Welcome Stranger nugget weighed 2,268 
ounces, and another nugget was sold for 
$52,500. 

According to legend one of the principal 
West Australian fields w\as discovered owing to 
a boy picking up a stone to throw at a crow. 
It was found that this stone contained gold, 
and the fact was reported to the warden. The 
official immediately telegraphed to the govern- 
or of the colony that a boy had picked up a 
stone to throw at a crow — in tlic excitement of 
the moment, however,' he omitted to state that 
the stone contained gold. The astonished gov- 
ernor therefore wired back, "Yes, and what hap- 
pened to the crow ?" .Now the goldfields in 
Western .Australia occupy an area eight times 
that of England. 

Possibly the most remarkable fields in the 
history of gold mining are those occurring in 
frozen North America. In the case of every 
other goldficld, the original discoverers fared 
about the worst owing to' the fact that the news 
became at once public a'ttd'attracted vast hordes 
of adventurers. ■ 
The men who first- discovered gold in -the 
Yukon had no competitors for months owifig 
to the isolated position of the fields, and the 
enormous difficulties of "reaching them. la 
fact, the news of the discovery did' not leak 
out tmtil the original discoverers had taken all 
the gold they waiUed, and had come back to 
civilization wealthy men. At the time of the 
discovery the district was practically an un- 
known territory containing only a handful of in- 
habitants. 

Take the case of the discovery on the 
Bonanza Creek of the Klondike river. The dis-

It urges that a retiring President 
should be given a seat in the Senate and a pen- 
sion of at least £5,000 a year, and the reasons 
It adduces will carry conviction to every stu- 
dent of politics and every well-wisher of the 
American nation. In fact, the President should 
be treated as a soldier or sailor who has vacated 



the creek so he turned aside into a smaller 
creek close at hand. Astounding as the fact 
is, he made .$3,000,000 out of the gold he won. 

The districts round about supply a mass of 
gold deposits, containing good-sized nuggets. 
Throughout the whole of the winter the miners 
dug up the "pay dirt," and then when the 
spring came set out to Wash it, and not One of 
the claims ])roved valueless. 

One remarkable fact regarding the Canadian 
goldfields, however, was the lack of violence and 
lawlessness; in fact, the people trusted each 
other to such an extent that when a purchaser 
entered a store he threw his gold dust upon the 
counter, and turned his back while it was being 
weighed, as it would have been an insult to 
the storekeeper to doubt his honesty by 
watching the weighing process. 

Gold was not discovered in the famous Wit- 
watersrand district of South Africa until 1885, 
Johannesburg springing into existence the next 
year. The history of these goldfields is singu- 
larly prosaic compared with the others, owing 
to the fact that the precious metal occurs in 
reefs, and therefore, it was out of the question 
for individual men to pick up fortunes. 

The Rand gold mines have to be worked b^ 
means of corporations possessing a large capi- 
tal, mining being carried on in much the same 
way that coal is mined in this country. The 
gold is found in strata which form a kind of 
sandwich, and some of the reefs dip to great 
depths. It is believed that each mile length in 
the central section of the Rand bears gold to 
the enormous value of $300,000,000.

We have no wi.sh to suggest that journalism 
IS not a most u.'^eful profession and the Outlook 
a most capable and high-minded paper. It bas 
an honorable reputation for sobriety and good 
sense, and with iMr. Roosevelt on its staff should 
be a great force in American public life. But 
we cannot feel reconciled to the system under 
which a President is merged in the publicist 
Our first objection is very general— that the 
necessity to seek a means of livelihood, may 
work very hardly in some cases. Mr. Roose- 
velt IS a man of limitless versatility,, and could 
have made his living in a dozcn different spheres 
from cow-punching to the management ' of a^ 
university. But every ex-President may not. be 
so happily situated. We can imagine a great 
l<irst Citizen, a man with a real genius for 
politics, who would be hard put to it to earn 
a hving. The younger Pitt, for example, would 
have done badly at tho Bar we are sure, if he 

r >T ^^^^ '^^ ^" jmerits as a pleader vatid- 

If Mr. Gladstone had had to make his way say- 
at the age of fifty, in a profession, we do not 
feel that his progress would have been very 
fast. The whole idea seems to us barbarous and 
uncivic. A man who is a true statesman by 
profession, who has dedicated his best years to 
the service of his country, should not be cast 
off when his term of service is accomplished 
His future should be the care of the State. 

In the second place— and this objection ap- 
plies especially to the <^se of Mr. Roosevelt— 
an e.x-President will find if difficult to become a 
private citizen, and may exercise an influence- in 
a profession due, not to his present merits, but 
to his past dignities. We have already instanced 
the case of an ex-President pleading before a 
court of law. In journalism the danger is 
still greater. We would not for a moment sug- 
gest that Mr. Roosevelt will not make a bril- 
liant journalist. His many books and his 
messages to Congress show that he has a mas- 
tery over the written as well as the spoken 
word. But the main appeal of his articles will 
be that they are signed by an ex-President, and 
by one who even in his retirement remains by 
far the greatest figure in America. Mr. Taft is 
the inheritor of the Roosevelt tradition, but he 
cannot be its spokesman while we have Mr, 
Roosevelt writing weekly in the columns of the 
Outlook. The whole situation will be very 
delicate. One of the two political centres of 
gravity will be in the press, and the Fourth 
Estate will acquire a dominant place in the poli- 
tical organism. The fact is, that Mr. Roose- 
velt IS too big a mnn to be a journalist or a 
lawyer, or indeed any sort of private person. 
His influence will be illegitimate, because it 
will not be based on liis private capacity, but 
on his public antecedents. In politics Mr. 
Roosevelt is too masterful a figure to make the 
role of freelance either .safe or profitable. 

The final objection is, that America in re- 
legating her ex-Prcsidcnts to the ranks is los- 
ing a peat asset. The President is the chief 
executive officer of the Republic; he is the true 
American Foreign Office ; he is the head of the 
army and navy. His experience, even during 
one term of office, is so wide and varied that 
he becomes a most valuable advisor on all pub- 
lic questions. In the case of one who has 
served two terms this experience is unique. 
.Such a man has had a political training far more 
useful than any to be met with in Congress or 
in the Senate. Fie has acquired tho habit of 
trea.ting great affairs in a large spirit, and he is 
not to be befogged by any complexity of detail. 
EC? is a true expert in statesmanship, arid as 
such 'should be kept always on call. It is sore- 
ly the height of folly to drive such men ouf of 
politics altogether, or, if they retain their poli- 
tical interests, to force them into journalism 
for an outlet. Let the State retain their ser- 
vices by, as we have said, placing them on half- 
pay. Then vhey will always be available for 
arbitrations, home or foreign, special commi.'?- 
sions, confidential inquiries, or any other deli- 
cate and responsible noii-party work which, the 
executive may desire, t;^;eiitrust to a man pf 
special authority ancl exp^filri^e. : .

MISS ROSE STAHL 

Let ino tell you that I am Geniuui on my 
father's .';idc of the f;imil\', C^aiiadian on my 
mother's, iiiul that I was born at Montreal. 
Nevertheless, my earliest recollections are of 
Trenton, Now Jersey, U.S.A., whither my fnther 
took us, when I was about three years old. He 
was a journalist in those days, but eventually 
became and now is the proprietor of two lead- 
ing New Jerse\- newspapers. I'^roin him, no 
doubt I inherited the literary andjitions which 
filled niy early years. While at the convent 
where 1 was educated and spent eight hii]3py 
years, I wrote reams and roams and drcnnied 
always of being a real "live" journalist. But it 
was not to be. I had not the brains for journal- 
ism, and fortunately I recognized the fact. 
Early Bays 
Leaving tlie convent, I was taken out and 
to. theatres, and instantly the whole trend and 
current of my ambition was altered. I no longer 
dreamed of writing — only of aciing. and I coni- 
municaterl by new-found desires to my family. 
Some fathers would IniNo cliscoiirai^ed me; mine 
encouraged me, though 1 must admit he liafl 
ulterior motiviis to giving uw my lieail. lie 
thought that I was merely suffering from the 
temporary infatuation of u stage-struck girl, 
and he calculated — and in most cases he would 
have been right — that the quickest way to cure 
nio was to let me go on the stage and exper- 
ience something of its hardships and diflficulties. 
So my father used his influence to get me an 
engagement with a touring company, and off I 
went. The family expected me home again 
within a week, cured of all theatrical longings, 
but I never went back — at least, not in that 
frame of mind. 1 started as a leading lady, and 
while 1 have had my ups and downs, while t 
have known what it is to be "on the pazazz" 
(out of work, stranded) as "Patricia O'Brien" 
\vould say, I have been a leading lady ever 
since. . . 

Almost a Fairy Tale 

Therefore I am not sensible of any very de- 
finite turning point in niy career; still, 1 sup- 
pose the Chorus Lady was the event of my 
theatrical life, and how 1 met with her sounds 
almost like a fairy tale. In 1904 I was louring 
the States and Canada with a play unluckily 
called The Aristocrat. I say unluckily called, 
because out in the country districts they had 
not the smallest sort of notion what an aris- 
tpqcaj, wiis, and their curiosity w?as not_stro'ng 
enougii to> induce theiti to' come and sde. In 
short, business had been very bad, when we 
boarded the train from Gait, Ontario, to To- 
ronto, where, the manager told ns, we should 
have to disband unless we "made good." 
The Palmist Prophecy 
■ In the railway car was a foreign looking lady 
who kept eyeing me somewhat curiously, until 
seeing that I was conscious of her gaze, she 
crossed over, and asked if I were Miss Rose 
Stahl. I admitted my identity, and she then 
explained that she was r\Iadamo fJlank, a 
palmist on her way to Toronto. I say Madame 
Blank, because I have never been able to re- 
member her name, a fact I greatly regret, for 
reasons you will presently appreciate. Madame 
said she could tell from my face and voice that 
I was born to be famous — whereat 1 smiled 
sardonically, things being as they were — -init she 
would like to read my hand. I submitted, and 
she prophesied that within three years I shoidd 
have realized my greatest ambition, and be a 
real, bright, twinkling "star." three years seem- 
ed a long way off just then, and I remember 
I asked her to lopk again at my hand and tell 
me if she could see there three meals a day and 
a place to sleep in next week. Madame told 
mo not to scoff, and assured me that her 
prophecy would come true. 

Soon afterwards one of the gentlemen of 
the comjiany came along frnni the smolcing car 
carrving a co\>y of .Aiiislie's .Magazine, anri ask- 
ed me whether I would can' to IcK.ik at it I 
turned it over without any great iiUerest until 
I came on a little tlialogne of a .-cene in a 
chorus girls' dressing-rorim. 1 read it aiul was 
fascinated. Years of hard work an<l playing in 
all sorts of plays had taught me that what the 
public likes is something human, something 
with heart in it, something which has not only 
humor, but pathos. I'cople will come to see \-ou 
if you can make them kmgli, but as ;i rule they 
%vill come only once if there is only laughter — 
make them cry a little at the same time, and 
they will conie again and again. Well, ui this 
di.'dogue 1 saw such a cliaracti-r as 1 had often 
dreamed of playing — "live," ^•ilal, human, full of 
"character" and go. I felt that if I could play 
"Patricia O'Sullivan" (now "Patricia O'Brien") 
T should make my name. 

Collaboration 

I wrote to the author of the dialogue, Mr. 
James Forbes, suggesting he should turn it into 
a play. He replied that he had no experience of 
playwriting I persisted, we met, anil then he 
suggested that 1 slundd produce the Chorus 
La(ly as a music-hall sketch, which he would 
write for mc. The ide.i was a little staggering; 
[ had never l)efore thouglit of deserting the 
"legitimate" drama, bul some very well known 
actors and actresses had lately taken the jilungc 
ipto vaudeville and I took it, with results far 
beyond my wildest dreams, far bayond .Madame 
Blank's prophecies. This is not my first visit to 
Lohdon. Three years ago iMr. Alfred Butt saw 
me in the Chorus Lady in the States, and made 
me briiig her to the I'ahice theatre, where I met 
with a reception that almost overwhelmed me. 
Coming to London was io me like conung 
hoincr— I seemed to liavc lived there all my life. 



But if I once start talking- about my love for 
England, I shall never stop. 

The Vaudeville Venture 
Despite my experience at the Palace, I was 
nervous about bringing the Chorus Lady to the 
Vaudeville. A short sketch, however American 
was one thing to put before an English audience, 
but a long play criimmed with Americanisms 
was another kind of venture. Now, I know I 
need not have been afraid, London audiences 
have shown themselves wontlerfully cjuick to 
understand the Chorus I-,ady, even when her 
language is most metaphorical. This reminds me 
of a delightful English waiter whom 1 met at 
a Vancouver hotel, when I was ]:)laying the 
Chorus Lady there. This was shortly before 
coming over here, and, as I have told you, I 
felt rather nervous about Londoners under- 
standing the Chorus Lady idioms. "Charles," 
as my waiter was called, was English, almost 
aggressively so. Pjeing six thousand miles away 
from his native land, seemed only to serve to 
accentuate his natiiuial characteristics. It struck 
me that it would be a good idea to get 
"Charles's" opinion of the Chorus Lady, and 
so 1 offered him tickets, which he .gratefully 
accepted. 

The Waiter's Verdict 

Next morning, at breakfast, 1 asked him how 
he had enjoyed llie play. "Oh, thank you, miss," 
he replied, "I enjoyed it exceedingly, thenk you, 
miss, I am much obliged to you for your kind- 
ness, thenk you, miss." "But tell me, Charles," 
1 persistefl anxious to get at the truth, "did you 
understand all that was said?" "Oh, well, miss," 
said Charles with his most apologetic air; "to 
tell you the truth, miss, there were some parts 
I didn't quite catch the meaning of, miss, but my 
sister, who is just out from London, miss, she 
translated all the difficult bits to me, thenk you, 
miss." I thought the idea of the sister, just out 
from London, acting as interpreter of Ameri- 
can idioms was just too lovely for words, and, 
judging by the feminine appreciation of the 
Chorus Lady, it seems to me that London must 
be full of linguists every whit as accomplished 
as "Charles's" sister. 

Among the letters I especially treasure is 
one I received from "Charles" shortly before 
my opening night at the X'audeville. In it he 
said that he had followed my movements in the 
papers and that he respectfully ventured to 
wish mc all good luck in "dear old London," 
and he had written to all his friends to be sure 
to go and see me act. 

Of this talented Canadian' artist, the Daily 
Mail says : 

" 'Yes, I know . . . the wages of sin 
is death. Hut when you're tryin' to get along on 
twenty per — ti-yin' to gel along- — and the girl 
next you in the dressing-ronnn comes down to 
the show-shop in a benzine Inizz wagon, with 
ermine caj.ies imd diamonds big as oysters — it 
ain't so nuich religion as a firm grip on home 
an' mother that keeps you handmg out the icy 
eye to the man behind the bank roll.' 

No Peddling of Hot Air 

"This and other similar maxims in a strange 
tongue had been cheered; Miss Rose Stahl had 
played her part of 'The Chorus Lady'; virtue 
liad proved triumphant ; wickedness had been 
defeated; the curtain had fallen, and now the 
heroine sal in her rose-pink dressing-room and 
talked of the world as she really saw it. 

".•\ wonderful face has Miss Rose Slahl. She 
makes one think of Mme. Sarah Bernhardt. 
There is genius, vitality, earnestness there. Iler 
eyes are alive. 

" 'You think because we talk what you call 
American slang the Britishers don't under- 
stand?' she asked. 'You're away off if you cot- 
ton on to that notion. They're on to it every 
time." 

" 'It isn't just hot air we're peddling,' she 
said a,gain. 'W'e didn.'t come here to beat the 
band at talking smart, but we've come right 
here wiili a play that's got a heart throb in it. 
Believe nu', the world is much the same all over, 
and hiunan hearts are human hearts wherever 
you find them." 

It's the Sentiment 

"Her clever face suddenly grew serious. 

" 'Before I came here 1 travelled sixteen 
thousand miles with this play. I know why the 
dear [)eoplc who have seen it go away feeling 
good. 1 know why 1 have received letters from 
English men and women telling mc that they 
will come to see it again, h isn't the slang they 
come to hear. It's the sentiment. 

" 'It's a love story that the world wants, a 
lo\x" sti>ry with a real woman showing ihrou.gh 
all the time. I have played a hundrerl parts, 
and I know that love and a little homely senti- 
ment arc the winning goods. Juliet may talk 
to her Romeo and compare him with the stars, 
or Patricia O'Brien may just whisper, 'When I 
think of the men I see other women stacked up 
against you win easy.' It doesn't matt(.'r which 
way ynu jnit it so the sentimen't's right. It's 
lov(>, just Ie>\-e, love all tin; time, that people 
want to hear about. 

People Vv'ho Sneer at Sentiment 

"i-^ome folk pretend to sneer at sentiment, 
but they have all got a soft corner in their 
hearts if only you can get at it. They laugh, 
but sometimes there isn't nmeh difference be- 
tween laughler and tears, you know. They 
laugh at om- slang, bul even while tlicy arc 
laughing they. .feel. Don't you believe that 
there is no sentiment today. Don't you believe 
that people want problem ])lays with hero- 
ines tliat one simply could not know in ordin- 
ary life. 'Phey don'l. English and American 
ai'.diences are just the same. They are both 
.sentimental, and the^^ both believe in the gen- 



fcrence is that the Englishman seems to take 
a queer pride in hiding all his best thoughts 
anci expressing his worst. . , 

The Box Office and Virtue 

" 'But they agree that their stage heroines 
shall be virtuous women. The box office 
shows that. They may say tliat a play be- 
longing to another school is a work of art, 
bul they do not go to see it again and again. 
They do not take a sweetheart, a wife, or a 
daughter. Ask at the box offices if you don't 
believe that a heroine with just a little of the 
goody-goody about her is the one who draws 
the money. 

" 'In this play 1 am Patricia O'Brien, and 
I wouldn't mind being Patricia until I hiive to 
wear store teeth and hand-made curls. I like 
Patricia. .She's the real thing — a wdiite wo- 
man all through. She knows the world well 
enough to laiow that it is not all bad, and she 
knows the value of those little sentiments that 
some people [jretend to sneer at. She has 
learnt that it is sentiment that rules the 
world, and she says so in her own way. When 
she speaks of a chorus lady's temptations she 
does not talk cant, but plain horse sense, and 
I like her for it. She's healthy.' 

How We Learn 

"Miss Stahl leant back in her chair, her 
eyes sparkling with enthusiasm. The light 
from the electric lani|)s upoii the dressing- 
table fell fidl on her earnest face. Ir was easy 
to see why .'X.iuerica almost worships this wo- 
man and why English playgoers have already 
recognized her as an actress to be compared 
with the great artistes of the stage. 

"'So yon know something about hearts?' 
I .said, as together we Hstened to the dull 
roar from the Strand, the shrilling whistles 
and the hum of motors that were hurrying 
theatre audiences to the restaurants for sup- 
per. 

"It seemed quiet now in this little rose- 
pink dressing-room behind the stage, Miss 
Stahl smiled. When she spoke again she 
seemed to have forgotten her '.American.' 
The Popularity of Love 

" 'We learn,' she said, 'yes, we learn. 
Sometimes by trouble." More often by hard 
work — for work is the great teacher. The 
world is worth knowing because there is more 
good lhan bad in it — at least I have found it 
so. I think I love human nature, and I know 
it's a good, warm-hearted world we live in. 
Bul we must learn to know it slowly. .My 
earliest memories are^-of^a convent in Canada 
where I was brought up — a life sweet to think 
of no\^^ I went on the stage when I was six- 
teen, and had the luck to be given a leading 
part for my first ai)pearance. I have done a 
lot of work since those days. I joined a 
slock company, and played every sort of part 
from Juliet to Sans Gene. I have traveled all 
over .America, always learning something — 
yes, always learning.' 

" 'And now ?' 

'"Now I am still learning, but I know just 
this: that whether you go east or west or 
north or south human hearts are just the same, 
and it doesn't matter if you speak Shake- 
speare's English or .American slang, people 
will listen if you talk of love — -just love.' "

MME. OLIVE FREMSTAD'S CAREER 

Mme. Olive i'rcmstad, the grand opera 
prima donna, is on tour with the New York 
Symphony orchestra through the New Eng- 
land Slates. 

Mr. C. H. Fowler is a worthy, but not 
wealthy, citizen of Springfield, Mass. 

Picking up his Springfield morning paper 
the other day, Mr. Fowler read the announce- 
ment of Mme. Fremstad's conung engagement 
in town, and that "seats for the performance 
would be $.^.50 each." .Mr. I'Vnvler thought it 
would be interesting to send the following let- 
ter to his newspaper, which was published : 
To the Editor of Tlie Republican : 

I lived in Minneapolis from 1884 to 1899 
atid came to Springfield in 1899. I" i8'86 in 
Minneapolis we had our piano tuned by a man 
named Fremstad, wlu) said he had a daughter 
whom h(! wished to have brought up in the 
.American way and wanted to know if we could 
take her and teach her the way things were 
done in this country. This we did and paid her 
$^.50 a week. 

This girl's name was Annie Olive Fremstad, 
whom I now sec is to sing in our city. I have 
followed her career with much pleasure and of- 
ten think what a great place is America, where 
one can rise from the lowest i)lace to the high- 
est. Whereas I had to pay her $2.50 for a 
week's work, I will now have to i)ay ,$2.50 or 
$2, for one seat to hear her sing one niglu. 

C. H.^ FOWLER.

Mr. Fowler thus made public a hitherto un- 
known chapter in the early life of one of our 
great operatic favorites. 

That Mme. Fremstad, rare Siegelinde, ad- 
mirable Brunhilde, terrifying Salome, almost 
ideal Isolde, as Charles Henry Meltzer char- 
acterizes her glowing roles, rose to her splen- 
did and triimii)hanl jiosition in grand opera from 
a mere kitchen maid ;md scrvd) girl is, of course, 
something of a surprise to learn. Jt is, indeed, 
as Mr. h'owler points out, worthy of comment 
that a woman can raise herself up from such 
humble beginnings to the proud place she now 
occupies in the world of art. And it emphati- 
cally calls attention to the fact that only, here 
in America are such magical progresses of peo- 
ple hmnbly horn matters of quite common 
liappening. 

To build oneself up by hard struggle from 



the position of a little menial earning $2.50 a 
week' to the commanding place where one's mar- 
velous voice earns one ten times that amoimt for 
a single , minute— is there not something stimu- 
lating about this, something really romantic ? 

Very little of Mme. Fremstad's early life 
has been familiar to the public, and had it not 
been for this letter written to the Springfield 
newspaper, the fact that the great singer was 
once a domestic, scrubbed the ktichen floor, did 
the cooking and chamber work, washed and 
waited on the table, would probably never have 
been. known. This interesting letter, innocent 
as it appeared, resulted "in the cancellation of 
the New York Symphony Orchestra's Spring- 
field engagement, in which Mme. Fremstad was 
announced as the soloist, prevented the music 
lovers of that city from listening to a rare treat, 
which, it would seem, was a very snobbish and 
stupid thin.g for one to let happen. 

To a represetUative of a Springfield newspap- 
er Mrs. h'owler said : 

"Yes, it is true Mme. Fremstad worked in 
our family as a housemaid, when wc lived in 
Minneapolis.; Our relations with Mme. Frem- 
stad wore most pleasant 

"I had been looking forward eagerly to the 
concert and to hearing Mme. I-'remslad sing and 
when J learned she hatl cancelled the nppear- 
anc(,' 1 feared the letter was in some measure 
responsible. When the girl came to us she was 
about fifteen or sixteen years old, and had only 
been in this country a short time. She came 
into our family at the request of her father, who 
had turned our piano. 

. "Annie, as we called her, was very quick to 
learn, and after she had been with us a short 
time she became more of a companion than a 
servant. It is true, she did the housework and 
work in the kitchen. She also learned to cook 
American dishes and was a great help to nie. 

"When I discovered her musical talent, for 
she played the piano beautifully in those days, 
I made the most of my opportimity and we of- 
ten played duets together. She stayed with 
me about four months and then had an oppor- 
tunity to go to New York and study music. I 
was sorry to lose her, but of course was glad 
that she had a chance To belter herself. 

""Although I kept track of her after she be- 
gan her studies, yet I have never heard her sing. 
No one could be more pleased with her success 
than I am. .She deserves it all, I am sure. She 
was not afraid of work and was determined to 
win." 

It is true that, the early life of Olive Frem- 
stad was wretched and most lowly. Her father 
was a small famer, very poor and rude. While 
this future and superb Brunhilde was a slip of 
a girl she emigrated from Sweden with her par- 
ents, who eked out a precarious e..xistence in the 
various towns of Minnesota And thus it was 
that this skimped child of poor grubbing people 
was forced to serve as help at a restaurant, an 
inn or a family kitchen, whatever chance best 
offered itself to earn an honest penny with bed 
and board. 

It was only in the middle of last month that 
she sang her season's farewell to New York, 

She appeared then as Isolde, possibly her su- 
preme achievement, and made her usual de- 
lightful impression by the delicacy, sincerity 
and tragic beauty of her interpretation. Then 
this gifted and most adorable woman, one of the 
finest dramatic sopranos heard here since the 
beginning of opera in America, went on concert 
tour with Mr. Damrosch. 

A distinguished and discerning musical critic 
has written of Olive Fremstad: "On her brow 
you may have noticed strange, hard lines, which 
to those who have watched her from the be- 
ginning of her career, have sad significanGe, for 
they arc eloquent of care and toil and pain ; of 
obstacles faced bravely and conquered. At what 
cost heaven only knows." 

Olive Fremstad is now rich, ami the wife 
of a rich man, and rides to the opera house in 
her own motor car, has a valet to take care of 
her costumes, and can travel wherever she 
wishes in- the utmost luxury.

DEBUSSY'S MUSIC CHARMS 

Are you modern? Then you are a Parisian 
in spirit, at least the Parisians think so. The 
boulevnrdiers demand a new idea, a new catch- 
word, a new scandal each day. ".Naturally," 
says a writer in the New York Times, "there 
was great delight in Paris when a composer 
appeared who could write new le.usic and Claude 
Achille Debussy soon gathered about him a 
clan whose admiration for him now amounts 
to adoration. The reputation whicii his nmsic 
soon gained as being esoteric has enabled him 
to hold this position."" 

Despite the militant attitude of his follow- 
ers, who vociferously evince their ])rcferences, 
the composer himself remains exclusive and ob- 
livious, \vriting little, talking less and seldom 
giving the Parisian pidjlic a chance to person- 
ally a])prove him. 

Twici? during the past winter, however, he 
has conducted works of his at public concerts, 
coming out of his seclusion suddenly and re- 
turning to it as completely. 

"Debussy is moderately tall and stout," con- 
tinues the writer. "His hair is very black and 
wavy, and his face is almost concealed in pro- 
fuse black whiskers. His eyes are hidden deep. 
Though small, they are very keen. While not 
imposing in figure, he has dignity. He is a 
conductor without mannerisms. 

"His home is on the Avenue de Bois de 
Boulogne, and his workroom gardens all look 
into a garden. Here it is that his later com- 
positions have been written, and here it is that- 
Debussy is happiest, for he dislikes the coun- 
try. 

"Only souls without imagination go to the 
country for inspiration," he says. "I can look 
into my garden and find there everything that 
I want." 

Several years ago Debussy married a very 
rich woman, and since then he has worked in 
a leisurely manner. Since "La Mer," in 1905, 
nothing of any great importance has appeared 
from his pen. However, he has several works 
under way ; tw'o stories of Edgar Allen Poe's 
he is making into operas. He is also struggling 
with a new version of the Tristan le,gend, one 
which is said to be more nearly in keeping with 
the conception of the scholars who are strug- 
gling through the various manuscripts in tho 
Bibliotheque Nationale than Wagner's drama. 
He is in no hurry to complete them. 

"I can only write,", he, said recently," "when 
Lam in. the mood for it, and then I can only 
write on the work to which my mood directs 
me. I haven't touched 'Tristan' for months. I 
may never look at it again. I have lost sympa- 
thy with it for the time being, and that sym- 
pathy may never come to me again. I don't 
care to merely repeat 'Pelleas.' When I write 
another opera music drama I must have evolved 
a new style, something which will suitably ex- 
press the work. That is what I have tried to do 
with 'Pelleas.' Until I have been successful in 
this again I shall not allow any of my work to 
appear. I don't care for repetition." , ., 

He has little sympathy with tlie . French 
composers who look to Germany -for inspira- 
tion. 

"Of all the Germans, Bach alone is uni- 
versal" he said. "After that commencing. espe- 
cially with Beethoven the composers belong to 
the Gorman school. A composer should work 
out his music along the lines of his own na- 
tionality, but, of course in his own original 
way. I shoidd advise French composers to study 
Couperin and Rameau rather than Wagner and 
Brahms." 

The little daughter of the composer has 
been one- of his inspirations during the past year. 
It is to her that he has dedicated his delightful 
"Children's Corner" in this charming way: 
"To my dear little Clou-Clou, with the tender 
excuses of her father for all that which follows." 

"Probably the composer will never wholly 
eschew his whole tone scale, \\hich has made 
him famous, but it is likel\' that he will become 
more melodic instead of less as he grows older. 

In spite of her brother's success Debussy's 
sister has always remained a laundress of laces 
and fine undergarments. She has no sympathy 
with his compositions, and has always refused 
to take money from him. She does work for 
the wife of Colonne, the conductor, and often 
tells that, lady how ridiculous she finds her 
brother and his attitudes, especially what he is 
pleased to call his music. Debussy's music is 
written on a scale from the Gregorian chant. 
This territory has been invaded by other musi- 
cians : Berlioz, Liszt, I'aure and d'lndy, to name 
a few. But with Debussy this scale is a part of 
his inner consciousness. Other composers have 
used it occasionally and consciously. In De- 
bussy's music it is so well woven . in that its 
detection requires the closest attentJon. And so 
his music has a fluidity, a richness, a rhythm, a 
refinement all its own. 

Really this composer is in the closest .sym- 
pathy with the school of painters called impres- 
sionists and with the poets called symbolists. 
It is from one of the latter, Mallarne, that he 
drew the inspiration for one of his most beau- 
tiful works, the prelude to "L'Apres-Midi d'lm 
Faun." The artists referred to believed that 
light was the important thing in 11 picture. 
Curriere once remarked that a picture was the 
logical development of light. This almost ex-«; 
plains Debussy's music. His rtiusic is "light" ' 
music ' (not . to itse "light" ' -as ;an antonym of 
"heavy.','). Debussy, 'empl6ys;'sbund ''as masses 
of color, which he blends together" tds'^hiake his 
music just as Hght^ as a Ijlendihg of various 
cplors. . / 
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In tin; King's Buncli Divisional Court judg- 
lueiil was given on the rule obtained by the 
Rev. Henry Thompson, vicar of Eaton, Norfolk, 
and honorary canon of Norwich Cathedral, for 
a writ prohibiting- Sir I^cwis Dibdcn, Doaii of 
Arches, and i\Jr. Alan Neville Banister and liis 
wife from enforcing an order of tlie Court of 
Arches, adnionisliing the ai)plicant to aijstiiin in 
future from denying tlie Holy Sacrament to Mr. 
lianistcr and his wile, on tiie ground that i\ir. 
Banister had married his deceased wife's sister. 
The actual point at issue was; 

•"Whether a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land has a right to refuse the Sacrament to per- 
sons who have married under the Deceased 
Wife's Sister Act." 

The judgment of the court pronounced re- 
cently was to the effect that a clergyman has no 
such right. 

The following i-- from the judgmeni read by 
Mr. justice I3arling: 

The various authorities bearing on this mat- 
ter have been thoroughly brought to our notice 
by the learned counsel on either side. . . . 
r start with" the fact that Canon Thompson is 
a parish priest of the Church of lingland, a 
reformed Church acknowledging the King as 
being in all causes, ecclesiastical as well as civil, 
within his dominions supreme, and the King 
rules by and in accordance with statutes of the 
realm. 

Caiicin Thomjison's right to repel Mr. and 
.Mrs. Banister from the Comnumiou table de- 
pends immediately upon the Rubric, and that 
derives its force from the Act of tJuifromity of 
,1662. But the ultimate authority for the Rubric, 
'and for the Canons of 1603, so far as these 
have any authority, is to be found in the statutes 
of Henry \111, i e. the Act of Convocation of 
1532 and the .Act ol ^uDnnssion of 1534- 

These, and other statutes of Henry X'lll. or 
such jiortions of them as are unrepealed, are, 
of course, of binding effect : their sanction from 
the moral point of view, however, must, on 
principle, appear suspect, for in the days of the 
Tudors the moral attitude on this question 
fluctuated ; and statutes touching this matter 
were by turns' passed, repealed, and revived, 
just as it suited the Parliaments of King Henry, 
and of the rrolestant or Catholic children, to 
approve as holy, or to denounce us incestuous, 
his marriage with his brother's widow, Kathar- 
ine of .-\rragon. 

The result so far is that a marriage of a man 
with the sister of his deceased wife was bad 
since 32 Henry "VHI, as being "against the law 
of God." Yet bad in law, not because it (dways 
was against the law of God. but mercl\- because 
the statutes of the realm declared it 10 be un- 
lawful; giving the King's, and his Parliament's, 
interested interpretation of the law of God for 
a reason. 

Until the jiassing of Lord.^ Lyndhurst 's .Act, 
such marriages were voidable during the life- 
time of the i)arties to thcni, and since then 
they were, until igo/. altogether void. 

Statement of the Case 

With regarrl to the facts of this case, it must 
now be stated that .Mr. Banister was married 
on .\ugust 12. KJ07, in the clun-cli of St. Giles, 
Montreal, Canada, to his present wife. That 
marriage, though valid according lo the law of 
Canada, was invalid here in England (for the 
Banisters were of English domicile) ; but on the 
2Sth of .-\ugust. i<)07, their marriage became 
valid here, as a civil contracl, by the operation 
of the Deceased Wife's Sister Marriage Act, 
1907. S'ime months after lliis validation of 
their marriagr. Canon The .luiison refused to 
allow them to coiiiimiincatc in the church of 
the parish, uhere they were parishioners, and 
on October 17, UJ07, he — apparently not of his 
own initiative — addressed lo Mr. Banister a 
letter, in which he stated : 

Canon Thompson's Letter 

'Tf you choose to infer that 1 charge you 
with being a notorious evil liver I cannot helj) it. 
The inference is your own. I have not made, 
nor have any idea of making, any inference of 
the kind. .Mv simple reason for declining to ad- 
mit vou to the Lcjrd's Table is that you know- 
inglv and wilftillv contracted a union which was 
declared unlawful both liv the (.'luircli and by 
the law of the land, ^'on can. 1 hcrefoi-e. have 
no claim upon the i)rivilegc< of the l.'luirch. 

. . These you understand, are the Bishoji's 
instructions." 

Text of Rubric 

Now to judge of the legality of Canon 
Thompson's, or, rather, his llishop's, refusal of 
the Communion to Mr. and Mrs. Banister, re- 
ference must be had to the Rubric. This has 
the force of Statute Law (see the Act of Cni- 
formity, 13 and 14 Charles. 2, c. 4, s. 2), and is 
in these words : 

".So main' as intend to bo partaki'is of the 
Molv Couuuunion shall signily their names li; 
the curate, at least some timi' the da\ before 
.Vnd if any f)f those be an open and notorious 
evil liver, or htive done any wrong to his neigh- 
bor by word or deed, so that the congregation 
be thereby offended, the curate, having knowl- 
edge thereof, shall call him and advertise him, 
that in any wise he presume not to come to the 
r..ord's Table until he halh openly declared him- 
self to have truly repented and amended liis 
fornuT naughty life that the congregation may 
thereby be satisfied which before were offeiulecl, 
and that he hath reconiiiensed the jjarlies to 
whom he hath done wrong; or at least declare 
himself to be in full jmrpose so to do, as soon 
as he conveniently jnay. The same order shall 
the curate use with those between whom he per- 
ccivcth malice arid, liatrcd'to reign, not suffering 
theitt- to . be ;pnr takers of the Lord's Table until 
lie know thorn to be reconcfled. And if one of 
Ihc parties so at variance be coatent to forgive 



from the bottom of his heart all that the other 
has trespassed agains him, and to make amends 
' for that he himself hath offended ; and the other 
party will not be persuaded to a Godly unity, 
but remain still in his forwardness and malice ; 
the minister in that case ought to admit the 
penitent person to the Holy Cominunion, and 
not him that is obstinate. Provided that every 
minister so repelling any as is specified in this or 
the next precedent paragraph of this Rubric, 
shall be oliligcd to give an account of the same 
to the Ordinary within fourteen days after, at 
the furthest. And the Ordinary shall proceed 
against the offending person according to the 
canon." 

Now, in iii\- opinion — contrary to what wa.'^ 
argued h)- the .'Vttoriiey-Gencral and Mr. 
Danckwerts — a jjerson offending, within the 
terms of that Jiubric, might always have been, 
and still may be, lawfully repelled by the parish 
priest from the Communion — at all events, 
until the pleasure of the Ordinary be taken — 
and in addition to this the Ordinary may pro- 
ceed against the offender. I therefore think 
that Canon Thompson did not exceed his rights 
in this respect — as the letter 1 have already 
(|uoted shows — always assuming for the sake of 
the argument that. Mr. and Mrs. fianister were 
in tact aiul in law ot'fenders against the terms 
of the Rubric — an assuni[3tion wdiich the Canon's 
letter of itself leaves open to grave doubt. And 
I do not think that the action of the priest 
must of necessity, as was argued, be delayed 
until it bo proved that the congregation have 
really been in fact offended by the evil-living 
member. For it nnist, 1 think, be taken for 
granted that public incest would necessarily of- 
fend a congregation of Christian people. 

Now, it is plain that before August 28, 1907, 
such a marriage as that liere in cjuestion was 
bad, as being against both the Statute Law and 
the Law of God as declared by Statute — and 
it is worth remarking that this complex con- 
dition is exactly that alleged by Canon Thomp- 
son in his letter, as his justification. Such a 
marriage is, however, now valid by Statute "as 
a civil contract." True, the Statute which 
makes it so does not in terms declare the 
luarriage according to the Law of Cod — but 
neither docs it say the contrary. 

{'"or my part, 1 am of opinion that this 
marriage, which before was contrary to the 
law of God merely because the statute con- 
demned it as such, is so no longer — and that 
by virtue of the statute which legalizes it. l-'or 
otherwise, \vc should have here a declaration 
that statutes recognize a certain contract as 
continuing contrary to the law of God, and do 
}et enact that it shall be good by the law of 
Luigiaud. 

I am strengthened in this opinion by the 
terms of the second iiroxdso in the .\ct of 1907; 
since, were the nieauing of the Act not what I 
suggest, it would provide in set terms that a 
clergyman in holy orders in the Church of 
Kngland might solemnize, in his church con- 
secraterl to the x^forship of God, a marriage 
contrary to the law of God, and this we must 
not lightly suppose Parliament to have in- 
tended. 

Effect of Statute 
This being my view of the effect of the 
statute of 1907 on marriage between a man ami 
the sister (.>f his deceased wife, it is hardlv 
necessar}- for me to consider the meaning of 
the tirst proviso of that ,\ct, for a elerg\-inan 
of the C'hurcli of lingland could never, before 
1007, have h(dd a person \o be an "oi)en nnd 
notorious evil liver" simply because he had 
contracted a marriage against neither the law 
of the land nor the law of God, as declared by 
the law of the land. To give to the first proviso 
the effect contended for on behalf of Canon 
Thompson seems to me to involve the creation 
of a class of marriages cpiasi-legitimate, and 
further the creation of a new disability to com- 
municate, not the mere preservation of an old 
one. Therefore, 1 think that proviso is here no 
protection to the priest. 



It has been sugg^ested, however, that the 
meaning of the Deceased Wife's Sister Mar- 
riage Act (1907) is that, by virtue of the opera- 
tion of the Act, Mr. Banister is not now an 
open and notorious evil-liver. That the J-Jubi'ic, 
therefore, docs not any longer apply to his 
case and that, as a consequence, no i)riest has 
at present a duty to repel hint from the Lord's 
Table, and that yet for jcpelling such a one 
the priest were not liable to suit or censure, 
since, but for this Act, he might have repelled 
Mr. Banister and all others in like case. iMy 
chief difficulty in assenting to this argument 
is that it makes the Act of 1907 to alter in 
fact, though impliedly, the existing Rubric, and 
to substitute another to the effect that the 
curate ma)', since the Act ol 1907, repel f 10111 
the Lord's Table jjcrsons who were not evil 
li\'ers within the terms of the Rubric, aiul as to 
whom it would he no offence in the priest him- 
self to allow them lo communicate. Thi.s view 
has so many vague attractions that T almost re- 
gret that I do not see my way to adopt it. lint 
it is plain that, if one priest might act thus 
then might all, and so these people, though not 
evil livers, should bo excluded from the Lord's 
Talile for ever. 

Intentions of Parliament 

If it be thought that my view does noi' 
lake due acc(junt of the canons ami of the 
Lcvitical rules, nor of that "Law of God" to 
which appeal is so often made, I can only rej^ly 
that the canons, and likewise the Lcvitical 
rules, have in England, since the Reformation, 
no authority but such as they may derive 
froiu the statute law. 

The real difficulty in tlli.^ case, in my opin- 
ion, is that we are asked \o a.^ccrlain from the 
words of the' Deceased Wife's Sister Marriage 
.Act 1907) the intention of Parliament in re- 
gard to the particular questions here raised. 
That intention nuist be found in the words 
of the statute itself or nowhere. . 

1-^or the considerations 1 have alieady set; 
forth, I come to the conclusion that Parlia- 
ment did not intend lo allow the cur.ate to 
re|iel from Coniniunion in the church o\ their 
parish, udiere the_\' might e\'en h;i\ e been mar- 
ried, persons who had availed ihemsclves oi 
the Act of Parliament, not intending, on the 
other hand, to allow priests of the English 
Church to be penalized or censured for .solem- 
nizing, or permitting, .such marriages; nor, 
equally, for refusing their -jj^ in that respect. 
Mr. Justice Bray's "View 

Mr. Justice Bray, lti,.JiYis judgment, dissent- 
ing, said Canon Thompson put forward two 
contentions: 

1. That the promoters at the time n- ili'.;:- 
repulsion were by reason of their marriage 
and subsefpient cohabitatioil open and no- 
torious e\'il Ii\'ers. 

2. That he is pr(.)tecled l)y the first ]iro- 
viso of Section i of the Deceased Wife's Sis- 
ter. Marriage Act (1907) because the repulsion 
would have been justifiable before, the passing 
6f the Act. 

I am in favor of Canon Thompson on his 
second point, and I prefer not to give any opin- 
ion on this fir.it point. ! come, therefore, at 
once to the second point. . . . Xow [ 
think it is clear that a clergyman ran he piin- 
islie(| by a suit in the ]'".cclesiastical Ciuirts if 
he refuses to pcrtorni clerical duties thrown 
iqion him (see Argar \-. 1 lohlsworth. 2 Lee's 
Reports, page 515). Canon 'i'honijison must 
llicrcfore show that but for the passing of the 
-Act he would have been entitled to refuse lo 
administer the Holy Communion to .Mr. and 
.Mrs. Banister, lie must show tli;,i under the 
.Act of 1 l''.d\var.l c. 1. S, ilurc was 

"lawful c.iuse" fur his refusal, and the .\tlor- 
ne v -( 'Cneral argued strongly that c\'eii before 
the passing of the .Act of 1907 there would 
hav'e been no "lawful cause." 

"Notorious Evil Livers" 

I proceed, lhei"ef<ire, to ce)nsider the rubric. 
Could he repel Mr. and Mrs. Banister? h'irst, 
were they open and notorious evil livers? It 



seems to me to be clc^ar that since the passing 
of the .Act of llcnry ViJL, c. 38, marriage 
with a (leceasoci wife's sister was prohibited by 
statute law as being contrar\' to Cod's law. 
(See J5rook \. Ilrook, 9 Clark and [•'inueliy, 
])agc 210, and elsewhere.) It was an incestu- 
ous marriage, and it seems to follow that cou- 
tiiiued open cohabitation tinder dn^ incestuous 
marriage would make Mr. and Mrs. Banister 
open and notorious evil livers in a case where 
the facts were as well known as here. 
The Congregation. 

Then were they so much so "that the con- 
gregatirjn do be offended." It does not seem 
to 111c t<i be necessar)- to show that the congre- 
gation \serc offended in fact. The <pu'stion is, 
was the (jffeiice such as might reasoiiabU be 
e.\i)ected to cause the congregation to be of- 
fended? It could not be necessary for the 
clergyman before he proceeds to act under the 
rubric to see whether any, and if .so, how 
many, nf the congregation would be likely to 
be offended. The i)ersoii to be repelled musi: 
be an "open and notorious" evil liver, that is 
to ^a\-. hi> sin iiiu>l he such that it is done 
openly, and so tlial it would be kiio\s'ii lo the 
Congregation. | cannot doubt that in this 
case, lf> admit .Mr. and .Mrs. liaiiister to the 
I loly Communion before the passing of the 
.Act would have been cause of offence lo the 
congregation, ■ They had deliberately broken 
the statute law, and what was stated in the 
statute to be the law of God. Thc)' were 
opeiiK- and notoriouslv living as man and \vife 
when thev wee not man ;ind wife. ( )f course. 
I am stiil assuming that the .Act has not 
passed, because the (|uestioii I am dealing 
with is what Vvould be thc position before the 
.Act passed. 

Then, does the rubric entitle the clergy- 
man to rdpel such open and notorious evil 
livers? . It .seems to me clear that this 
second jiaragraph assumes that the clergyman 
can, and will, repel the ])roposed communicant 
if he comes within the w(jr(ls of ihc first jiar- 
agra])h. Jt then proceeds to retpiirc that the 
minister so repelling, which necessarily means 
after repulsion, not before, shall give an ac- 
count to the Ordinary. So that the giving an 
account to the Ordinary is to follow the re- 
pelling. 

"Jn my opinion this rubric, which has the 
force of law, authorizes and, I thiidv, also rc- 
(|uirc.s the clergyman to repel a commimicant 
if he be an open and notorious evil liver. S(.) 
that the congregation be thereby offended, 
and, therefore, on this rubric alone there was, 
in my opinion, 'lawful cause.' The canon.5 
confirm this vievy. It is true that they are not 
binding on the laity, but they are so far as they 
are not contrary to the statute law binding on 
the clergyman (sec Middleton and wife v. 
Crofts. 2 A'k'yn, |)age d^o), aiul it is thc 
clergyman's conduct and his position lieforc 
the pa.ssing of thc .Act of 1907 that we are con- 
sidering." 

Effect of thc Proviso 

l'"r(iin Canons 2() and 109, and Jenkins v. 
Cook-. L.R., Probate Di\-ision, jiage 80, I am 
bound to come to the conclusion that before 
the jiassing of the Act of 1908 Canon 'Lhomp- 
.son could not have been punished for repelling 
Mr. and Mrs. Banister from the Holy Com- 
mnniiin. Now, as I refrain from deciding thc 
first iioint, 1 must assimie thai after the pass- 
ing (jf the .Act Mr. and .Mrs. Ilaiiister were not 
oil li\-ers. ;in<l. therefore, unless Canon 
Thompson is |U-otected b\- the ])ro\-iso he is 
now liable to be |)tinislie(l for repelling them, 
as, in fact, he flid, from the I loly Comnuiniiin. 
Is he protected by the proviso? (Before de- 
ciding that ^Ir. Justice Bray examined thc 
.Act of 1007 as a whole, and considered thc 
circumstances under which it was passed.) 

.Mr. justice Rray proceederl : Jt is not, of 
course. c< intended that he might not r.dinin- 
ister the llol\- Comnninion lo such ]-)eo|ile or 
sc deiiini/.e a marriage lietwecn them. Thc 
contention is that he camiol be punished if he 
refuses.

For It would not be 
possible for him to alter the network 
of veins, by burning or otherwise, 
wlthou* actually endangering his life. 
The scarincntlon of the onds of the 
lingers deprives the latter, of their 
Hen.sltlvene.'js, and so Impairs the use- 
fiilncHH of the hands; but this is a 
ti-ifllng matter, relirtlvely " speaking, 
from the criminal's point of \'ie\v. 
.Such photograi)h.-j, nece.s.sarlly, ■would 
Ijc taken with thc hand in a pendent 
allltudo — that is to :ja,\-, hanging 
downward.

No Two Hands AliUc. 

The really remarkable point about 
Ihe niatter. lioweS'er, is that Ihc net- 
work of Idood vessels on Ihe back of 
your band is not like anybody else's. 
('omi)are It with that of .\oiir bro- 
ther, or sistei-, and .\-ou will llml that 
the two are very different. Your own 
will not match that of any other nioni- 
ber of your family: and oven your 
right hand and left hand, in this par- 
ticular, are not mates. There Is noth- 
ing, in a word, more peculiar and in- 
dividual than the vein pattern on llie 
bncit of one's hand. It Is so distlncthat 
a personal characteristic that It would 
.serve admirably for purposes of iden- 
tillcation. 

While the eonnguration of tlu! net- 
work of veins on the back of thc hand 
does not alter during the lifetinie of 
an Individual human lieing, tlic blood 
vessels become steadily more inoni- 
iiK.'Ut and cona])icuouH as age ad- 
\anccs. in a >-oung person they arc 
so sllghtl,\l conspicuous as to lie not 
very rotii'eatalo, whereas in an old 
niun or old woman they stand out with 



.■-ucli priiminence as often to lii' rather 
unsiglillj-. This Is because thc C(ui- 
slant pumping of hlooil tlirougli tlu' 
\-es.sels floes ill the ei>iirsi' of time dis- 
tend tlii-ni, and in later life the valscs 
xvhieb coiiliol iiie How id' the vital 
lliiid tlii-oii,L;h the vi'ilis give way to u 
o'ltain I'Nt' iit anil no. longer exercise 
their funetion e!HeiiMitl\-. 

I'l-nininencc iif lln' \-eins on the !>aek 
ef tile hand is a sign ol advaiu iiig 
>ears. It is also a sign of liard -.vui-k. 
A societ.v lady's hand — if slie be not 
beyond middle life— shows only a d(di- 
latc tracery of blidsli \-essels <iii its 
surface. They are rather pretty than 
otherwise. She has never had any 
hard work to do; nor has she been 
oldlged to iindi'rgo excessive exertion 
or to e.\i)erieiu-e nuijiiie. This means 
that her heai't has noi been called 
upon io jnunp the blood violently 
through her blood \-essels, distending 

lllelll. 

A Record of Toil. 

It Is not surprising then, that the 

veins on the back of her hand should 
he small and pretty. Hut how l.s it 
with tile woman of like age, who 
Ihroiigli all her life has been accus- 
tomed to. lahorloas da.vs — washing, 
scrMindng, sweeping and performing 
other arduous tasks that call for inuc'b 
luimping of blood through tlu^ sixty- 
live miles of tubing in lier body'.' 
Loid; al the backs of her liiuul.s, nnd 
you will lind Iheic tlK^ rcH'ord of tier 
unremitting tidl.

Hard work means more strain nn 
Uie blood vessels, which has an in- 
e\-| table tendency to \V(.'ar them out 
.sooner. It ulgnllles a more rapid 
functlonul Imiiulrmcnl of thu valves 



whicli control tlu^ flow of the vital 
lluid through the veins. Hence it 
ciunes .about, ipiite natnrall.\-. that men 
and women who 1.I0 much hard labor 
ari' more liable to diseases of the cir- 
culatorj- s.\stein than iii'rsons who 
lead less aeth-e lives. The\- die niueli 
moll- often of such comidaints. I'oni- 
pari' Ihi! back of a bank clerk's hand 
with that of a da>- laborer, and. ob- 
serving the relative prominence of the 
\-enous network, you -will find that thc. 
latter, In respect to his blood vessels, 
is growing old much faster than the 
former. 

If you will take the trouble to loidc 
at your foot attentively, yon will no- 
tice that they, like your hand.s, exliiliit 
on their npixir surface >a network of 
bluish vidiis. A foot, in a sense, is 
merely a hainl niodilied for walking. 
Thus it is not surprising to learn thai 
its blond supply is altogellier similar. 
Tv.-o great arlc>rics descend from the 
region of the knees to the ankle, and 
branching out, deep, in the tissues of 
Uio foot, furnish the Individual toes 
with blood. You cian. nnd these arter-' 
ies pulsating in your ankles, If you

It may be taken for gran ted' that, -the 
network of veins oti thfi surface of 
the fool Is (|iilte as individually' char- 
acteristic as that r,( tho back of tho- 
luiiid. indeed, it might servo — a i)ho- 
tograpli of it, that is lo saj- — to iden- 
tify a person wlio has lost his liands. 
Apparently there Is no Item of our 
lihysical nialic-u]) that Is more pecul- 
iarly and oBseiitlally characteristic of 
any one of us than the fool or hand, 
and the individuality, so to siuak, of 
those members; llnds a inost striking 
e.vpressl.on In tile urrangemenl of their 
blood vessels. 



T come now to the proviso. On this, two 
contentions are put forward by those who 
showed cause against the rule. Thc main con- 
tention was lliat the general words of thc pro- 
viso nuist be limited to thc particular purpose 
of the section, and were referable to thc duties 
of a clergyman incident to the actual marriage. 
This, I think, is the ground on which the 
Dean of the Arches decided against Canon 
'IMiompson, The other ground put forward, or, 
lallier, the argument in support of it, -was 
litis: Before the Act thc clergynian was 
bonnd to adminisler the I loly Communion to 
those who were nut evil livers. i\'lr. and jMrs. 
Ibinister were not e\'il livers when they -were 
lepelled thc (Act having passed), therefore, 
he was bound to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to them. I will deal with this point 
first, because 1 understand my learned broth- 
ers are deciding against Canon Thompson 
partly on this ground. I cannot think that 
this arguiueiU' is sound. 

The f)roviso is intended to protect thc 
clergyman, to iirevent bis being punished, for 
omitting t(j do something which, before thc 
passings of the Act, he would not have been 
hound to do. 

To Protect the Clergyman 

The winkle position must be looked at ui)on 
the assumption that the Act had never been 
passed at all, and in that view Canon Thomp- 
s(jn cannot be punished unless the proviso is 
limited to the case of performance of duties in- 
cident to the marriage. I proceed, therefore, 
to consider this. It is a question of considcr- 
tible difficulty. 

.'\.s I construe the pro\'iso, it \vas to ]-)rotecf 
thc clergyman's conscience froin being offend- 
ed in the performance of any of the duties of 
his office. The Act contemplates that one 
clergyman may be offended and another not, 
and, if he has honestly changed his minid, why 
is not his conscience to be protected? 

I come, therefore, to the conclusion that 
Canon 'J'hoinpson is protected by this pro- 
viso from the decree and monition pro- 
nounced by thc Dean of the Arches, and, con- 
sequently, that the rule for a prohibition must: 
be made absolute. 

In the Divorce Act the proviso is in its 
terms directly limited to the solemnization of 
the marriage. Why was different language 
used in this .-\ct except because it was intend- 
ed that thc protection should be more gener- 
al? It is perfectly plain that the draughtsman 
of the Act of 1907 had in his mind these sec- 
tions of thc Divorce Act when he drew the 
Act of 1907, and I think I am entitled to say 
the same of the Legislature when they passed 
it. 

Mr. Justice A. T. Lawrence 

Mr. Justice A. T. Lawrence, in concurring 

with Mr. Justice Darling, said: The vicar 
s(dight to justify his refusal to admit Mr. and 
Mrs. Banister to communion on the ground 
that their marriage luadc them, witluti thc 
meaning of thc rubric, "open and notorious 
evil doers." "so that the congregation -\verc 
thereby offended." 1 confess my mind recoils 
from such a meaning to this phrase in thc 
rubric. It may be that before the Act of 
1907 these words of the rubric might include 
such a case ; but even then I am inclined to 
think that there w-oiild be a question of fact to 
be determined, ;is to wdiether the congregation 
were oltended by such persons taking part in 
thc Coiunuinion. 

in this country an Act of al^rliament speaks 
the will of the Sovereign power and no earlier 
statute rule, or canon, contrary to the ex- 
pressed terms of the Act of Parliament, can 
have any force or validity. When, therefore, 
thc Act of 1907 enacted that such marriages 
should not be void or voidable, it repealed 
within the realm so much of all laws, civil or 
ecclesiasiical, as said that such a marriage was 
'•'oid or voidable. 

Mr. Duke had to admit that his construc- 
tion of the Act of 1907 created a new class of 
married persons witli a different ecclesiastical 
status, liable at the whim of any clergyman 
to be repelled from the most sacred Sacrament 
of the Church. I cannot attribute to the Legis- 
lature -such a nieauing. In i-ny opinion, thc 
rule should be discharged. 

Mr. Justice Darling— Thc rule is, therefore, 
discharged.
